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| A Wark of this kind needs no apology, Let it ſuffice 

to ſay, that men of the greateſt learning have em- 
ployed their time uſefully in collecting, from ſuch re- 
mains of antiquity as are here preſerved, hiſtorical 
acts that were no otherwiſe to be obtained; and for 
want of which perſons have been frequently connected 
with actions they had no relation to, events have been 
miſplaced, and the true order of things confounded, 
The little regard the latter hiſtorians of our «wn nation 
have paid to theſe memorials, *s perhaps one reaſon why 
their labours appear imperfeci, and why the authors 
themſelves, for the moſt part, out-live the reputation 
of their works. : 


Indeed, it is a tedious, a difficult, and often an im- 


Poſſible taſte, to have recourſe to thoſe marble records 


that are every where to be found diffuſed through this 


great kingdom ; but when all that are worthy of natice 
in fo conſiderable a repoſitory as Weſtminſler- Abbey are 
collected together in one ſmall book, it will be an unpar- 
donable neglect not to make a proper uſe of it, 


IF it hall appear, upon compariſon of theſe few 


ſheets, that perſons who have had the moſt conſiderable 


ſhare in the tranſactions oy the times in which they lived, 


have been but juſt named by our hiſtorians, while others 


of leſs note have been magnified beyond their true merit; 
| A 2 that 
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that actions have been aſcribed to one, that were per- 
farmed by another; and that many things are reported in 


general, which ought to have been attributed to par- 
ticular perſons or families ; the utility of the work will 
then be apparent, and a road pointed out, by which the 
errors of our hiſtorians may be corrected, their de- 


 feets ſupplied, and juſtice done to the memories of 


many who have eminently diſtinguiſhed themſelves in the 
fervice of their country. 


But not to dwell on this advantage only, when there 
are others of no ſmall importance reſulting from it. ; 


ftrangers, who viſit Weſtminſter Abbey, will find their 


account in the peruſal of this book : The little time they 


are alluued in ſurveying the enclſed chapels, may be 
more uſefully employed by means of it ; and their pains 


rewarded by the recollection of things worthy to be re- 


membered; the unlearned will be enabled by it to con- 
verſe with the monuments of the dead, with the ſame 
pleaſure as the learned; and thoſe who have never ſeen, 
nor. ever likely to ſee, this ſtately edifice, may form 
ſome idea of its form, magniſicence, and furniture, by 
the account here given Mit. 


Add to all theſe, the contemplation of the things 
herein recorded in a religious ſenſe; for, as the great 
Ar. Addiſen obſerves, when we read the dates of the 
tombs of ſome that died yeſterday, and ſome fix hundred 
years ago, we cannot help conſidering that great day, 
when we ſhall all of us be cotemporaries, and make 
cur appearance before one awful judge together, 
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Of the Foundation of WESTMINSTER ABBEY-s 


F the founding of an Abbey on Thorney Ifland, 
where that of Weſtminſter now ſtands, there 
are ſo many miraculous ſtories related by monkiſh 
writers, that the recital of them now would hardly 
be endured. Even the relation of antient hiftorians- 
have been queſtioned by Sir Chriſtopher Wren, ' who 
was employed to ſurvey: the preſent edifice, and 
who, upon the niceſt examination found nothing 
to countenance the general belief that it was 
erected: on the ruins of a Pagan temple.'* No frag- 
ments of Roman workmanſhip were diſcovered in 
any part of the building; many of which muſt un- 
doubtedly have been intermixed among the materials, 
? = Roman temple had exiſted before on the ſame.

* Nor is the dedication of the firſt Abbey leſs invol- 
ved in myſtery than the founding of it. The legend 
ſays, that Sebert, king of the Faſt Saxons, who died 
in 616, ordered Melitus, then biſhop of London, to 
perform the ceremony; but that St. Peter himſelf © 
was before-hand with him, and conſecrated it in tes 
night preceding the day appointed by his majeſty for 
| A--3 | that 1 * 
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that purpoſe ; accompanied by angels, and ſurrounded - 


by a glorious appearance of burning lights. 
That this legend continued to be believed after the 
building itſelf was deſtroyed, will appear by a Char- 


ter which we ſhall have occaſion to mention hereaf- 


ter ; and though nothing can with certainty be con- 
cluded from theſe fiftions, yet it may be preſumed, 


that both the antient church dedicated to St. Paul, in 


London, and this dedicated to St. Peter, in Weſt- 
minſter, were among the earlieſt works of the firſt 
converts to chrittianity in Britair. With their new 
religion, they introduced a new manner of building, 
and their great aim ſeems to have been, by affecting 
loftineſs and ornament, to bring the plain ſimplicity 
of the Pagan architects into contempt. 


Hiſtoriaus, agreeable to the legend, have fixed the 


ra of the firſt Abbey in the 6th century, and aſ- 
cribed to Sebert the honour of conducting the work, 
and of compleating that part of it at leaſt that now 
forms the eaſt angle, which probably was all that was 
included 1a the original plan. E 
Alfter the death of that pious prince, his ſons, re- 


lapfing into paganiſm, totally deſerted the church 


which their father had been ſo zealous to erect and 
endow ; nor was it long before the Danes deſtroyed 
what the Saxons had thus contemptuouſly neglected. 

From this period to the reign of Edward the Con- 


feſſor, the firſt Abbey remained a monument of the 


facrilegious fury of the times; but, by the prevailing 
influence of chriſtianity in that reign, the ruins of 
the antient building were cleared away, and a moſt 
magnificent ſtructure for that age erected in their 
place. Ia its form it bore the figure of a croſs, 
which afterwards became a pattern for cathedral- 
building throughout the kingdom. That politic 
prince, to ingratiate himſelf with his clergy, not 


only confirmed all former endowments, but granted 


a new charter, in which he recited the account of 


and

and the motives which prompted him to reſtore the 
facred edifice to its former ſplendor, and endow it 
with more ample powers and privileges. This char- 
ter concluded with ſolemn imprecations againſt all 
who ſhould, in time to come, dare to deface or de- 
moliſh any part of the A 1s or to intringe _ 
rights of its priefthood, 

Henry III. not only pulled 3 and enlarged the 
plan of this antient Abbey, but added a Chapel, 
which he dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin; but it was 
not till the reign..of Henry VII. that the ſtately and 
magnificent Chapel now known by his name was 
planned and executed. Of this Chapel the firſt ſtone 
was laid on the 24th of January 1502, and, when 
compleated, was dedicated, like the former Chapel, 
to the Bleſſed Virgin. Henry, deſigned this as a 
burying place for himſelf and his ſucceſſors, expreſslñ 
enjoined by his will that none but thoſe of the bloods 
royal ſhould be inhumed therein. 

From the death of Henry VII. till the. reign of 
William and Mary, no care was taken to repair: or 
preſerve the antieat Church. By the robberies: made 
upon it by Henry the VIIIth, and the ravages it ſuſ- 
tained during the unhappy civil commotions, its antient 
| beauty was in a great meaſure deſtroyed; nor did 
their Majeſties go about to reſtore it till it became an 
object of parliamentary attention, and till a conſiderable 
ſum was voted for that purpoſe only. This vote be- 
ing palled, Sir Chriſtopher Wren was employed to 
decorate and pive it a thorough repair, which that 
able Architect ſo ſkilfully and faithfully executed, that 
the building is thought at this day, to want none of 
its original ſtrength, and to have even acquired ad- 
ditional majeſty by two new towers; and by anewChoir, 
which is a late improvement, it is made more commo» 
dious for the celebration of divine worſhip, (which is 
performed every day at ten in the morning and a quarter 
after three in the afternoon) and for ſolemnizing thoſe 
more ſpleaded ceremonies,to which it is a ppropriated at 
the coronation of our Sovereigns. This choir is the work 

A 4 of 
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of the late Mr. Keen, ſurveyor to the Abbey, and does 
him great credit. It is executed in the antient Gothic 
ſtile, which the architect has ſo far improved as to mix 
ſimplicity with ornament ; and theſe he has ſo happily 
blended as to produce the moſt pleaſing effect. It 
has this advantage beſides, that it can, upon ſolemn 
occaſions, be removed to make room for more ex- 
tenſive fabrications, and may be replaced without in- 
jury or much expence. The coronation chair is a 
curioſity which for antiquity has no equal. | 
We have already obſerved, that the form of the 
Abbey is that of a croſs, in which you are to con- 
ſider Henry VIIth's chapel as no part. The ſouth 
fide anſwered exactly to the north in the original plan, 
by attending to which, you will be able to form a 
true judgement of the whole. The cloiſters on the ſouth 
ſide were added for the conveniency of the monks, 
and the contiguous buildings are of a {til} later date. 
What will principally engage your attention in 
viewing the outſide of this building (the new towers 
excepted) is the magnificent portico leading into the 
north croſs, which by ſome has been ſtiled the Beau- 
rid or Solomon's Gate. This portico is of the Gothic 
onder, and is extremely beautiful; and over it is a 
"moſt magnificent window of modern. deſign, but ad- 
mirably executed. On the ſouth fide may be ſeen 
a window fer up in 1705, which is likewiſe very 
maſterly. Beſides theſe there is nothing in the out- 
ward appearance to dwell upon. 3 
Jo take an advantageous view of the inſide, you 
muſt. go in at the weſt door, between the towers; 
aud: the moment you enter, the whole body of the 
church opens itfelf at once to your eye, which can- 
not but fill the mind of every beholder with the aw- 
ful ſolemnity of the place, cauſed by the lofrineſs of 
the roof, and the happy diſpoſition of the lights, and 
of that noble range of pillars by which the whole 
building is ſupported. Theſe pillars terminate -to- 
wards the eaſt by a ſweep, thereby encloſing the 
1 78 chapel 
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chapel of Edward the Confeſſor in a kind of ſemi- 
circle, and excluding all the reſt. On the arches of 


the pillars are galleries of double columns, 15 feet 


wide, covering the ſide-aiſles, and lighted by a mid- 
dle range of windows; over which there is an upper 
range of larger windows; by theſe and the under 


range, with the four capital windows, the whole 


fabric is ſo admirably lighted, that the ſpectator is never 
incommoded by darkneſs, nor dazzled with glare. 
The next thing obſervable is the fine paintings, 


in the great weſt window, of Abraham, Iſaac, and 


Jacob ; Moſes and Aaron, and the 12 Patriarchs ; the 
arms of K. Sebert, K. Edward the Confeſſor, Q. 
Elizabeth, K. George, and Dean Wilcocks, Biſhop 
ef Rocheſter. This window was ſet up in the year 
1733, anJ is very curious ; to the left of which, in 
a leſſer window, is a painting of one of our kings 
(ſuppoſed of Richard 1I.) but the colours being of a 
water blue, no particular face can be diſtinguiſhed. 
In the window, on the other fide the great window, 
you will ſee a lively repreſentation of Edward the 
Confeſſor in his robes, and under his feet his arms 
painted. Thoſe at the eaſt end are ſuppoſed to be 
the Kings Henry VII. and VIII. in the center. On 


the right, Henry the VIIth's wife and mother; and 


on the left, Abbot Iflip and Cardinal Moreton. 


Having now pointed out what is accounted moſt 
worthy of obſervation in the conſtruction of this an- 


tient Abbey, both without and within it, we ſhall 
next ſay a word or two of 1 Il 


 Henxzy Vllth's chapel, 
This Wonder of the World. as it may well be tiled, 


is adorned without with 16 Gothic towers, beautifully 


ornamented with admirable ingenuity. and jutting from 
the building in different angles. It is ſituated to the 
eaſt of the Abbey, to which it is ſo neatly joined, 


that at a ſuperficial view it appears to be one and the

ſame building, It is enlightened by a double range 
of windows that throw the light into ſuch a happy 
diſpoſition, as at once to pleaſe the eye and inſpire 
reverence. | 5 
The aſcent to the inſide of this chapel, is from 
the eaſt end of the Al hey by ſteps of black marble 
under a ſtately portico, which leads to the gates open- 
ing to the body or nave of the chapel, before you 
enter which, you may obſerve a door on each hand, 
opening into the ſide- aiſles, for it is compoſed of a 
nave and ſide-aiſles; every way an{wering the plan of 
a cathedral. The gates by which you enter the nave 
are well worth your obſervation; they are of braſs, 
moſt curiouſly wrought in the manner of frame- 
work, having in every other open pannel a roſe and 
portcullis alternately. Being entered, your eye will 
naturally be directed to the lofty cieling, which is 


wrought with ſuch aſtoniſhing variety of figures as 
no deſcription can reach; the ſtalls are of brown 


wainſcot, with Gothic canopies, moſt beautifully 
carved, as are the ſeats with ſtrange devices; more 


particularly the carving under the ſeats, which no- 


thing on wood is now equal to. The pavement, is 
of black and white marble, done at the charge of 


Dr. Killegrew, once prebendary of this Abbey, as 


appears by two inſcriptions, one on a plate of braſs. 
infixed in the riſe towards the founder's tomb; the 
other cut in the pavement. The eaſt view from the 
entrance preſents you with the braſs chapel and tomb 
of the founder ; and round it, where the eaſt end 
forms a ſemi circle, are the chapels of the Dukes of 
Buckingham and Richmond ; and in the open ſpaces 
and windows are the tombs of Sheffield, Duke of 
Buckingham, and the effigy of the Counteſs of Rich- 
mond. The fide aiſles open to the nave at the eaſt 
end, on each ſide the founder's tomb ; and at the eaſt 
end of the ſouth aiſle is the royal vault; and of the 
other, the monuments of the murdered prince:, (for 
whoſe hiſtory the reader is referred to the Ce

of the Tower, lately reprinted for T. CARN AN, ian 
St, Paul's Church Yard.) The walls, as well of the 
nave as of the ſouth aiſles, are wrought into the moſt _ 
curious imagery imaginable, and contain 120 large 
ſtatues of patriarchs, ſaints, martyrs, and confeſſors, 
placed in niches, under which are angels ſupporting: 
imperial crowns, beſides innumerable ſmall ones, all 
of them <ſtcemed ſo curious, that the beſt ; maſters: 
have travelled from abroad to copy them. The win- 
dows, which are 13 on each ſide above, and as many 
below, in the north and ſouth aiſles, beſides the ſpa- 
cious eaſt window, jut out into the Gothic towers,, 
and were formerly of painted or diapered glaſs, hav- 
ing in every pane a White roſe, the badge of Lan- 
caſter, or an Y,. the initial letter of the founder's: 
name and portculliſſes, the badge of the Beauforts-. 
crowned, of which a few only are now remaining. 
The roof is flattiſh, and is ſupported on arches; be- 
tween the nave and ſide- aiſles, which turn upon twelye:, 
ſtately Gothic pillars curiouſly adorned with figures x 
fruitage, and foliage. The length of this chapel; 
within, is 99 feet, the breadth 66, and the height 54. 
And here we cannot omit taking notice of a moſt. 
beautiful window that was defigned for this chapel... 
It was made by order of the magiſtrates of Dort, in- 
Holland, and deſigned by them as a preſent to 
Henry VIIth, but that monarch dying atone was 
finiſhed, it was ſet up in Waltham Abbey, where 
it remained till the diſſolution of that monaſtery, 
When it was removed to New-Hall, in Effes, then-' 
in poſſeſſion of General Monk, and by him pre- 
ſerved during the civil wars. Some years ago John 
Olmius, Eſq. the then poſſeſſor of New. Hall, fold 
it to Mr. Conyers, of Copt-Hall, who refold it to: 
the inhabitants of St. Margaret's pariſh in x758, for. 
400 guineas; and it now adorns St. Margaret's- 
church. Thus has it arrived near to the place for 
which it was originally intended; but is never. likely 
to reach it. The grand ſubject is that of our Savi-

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our's crucifixion: but there are many ſubordinate 
figures ; thoſe at the bottom of the two ſide· pannels 
repreſent Henry VII. and his Queen, and were 


taken from the original pictures ſent to Dort for that pur- 
pole. Over the King is the figure of St. George, 
and above that a white roſe within a red one. Over 
the figure of the Queen ſtands that of St. Catherine, 
of Alexandria, and in a pannel over her head appears 
a pomegranate, Vert, in a field of Or, the arms of 
the kingdom of Grenada, ; |

The names of the ſeveral chapels, beginning from 
the ſouth croſs, and fo palling round to the north- 
roſs, are, in order, as follows: 1. St. Benedict; 
2. St. Edmund; 3. St. Nicholas; 4. Henry VII. 
5; St. Paul; 6. St. John the Baptiſt; 7. Iflip's 
chapel; 8. St. John the Evangeliſt; 9. St. Michael; 
and 10. St. Andrew; the three laſt, however, are 
now laid together. Beiides the above, the chapel of 
Edward the Confeſſor ſtands as it were in the center; 
ahd, as has been ſaid, is incloſed. in the body of the 


Of the chapel of St. BEnepicT. 


In the chapel of St. Benedict you are ſhewn an 
antient tomb of free ſtone, railed with iron on the 
ſide next the area, having formerly a canopy of 
wood, now quite demoliſhed and broken away ; on 
which lies the effigy of Archbiſhop Langham, who 
was firſt a Monk, afterwards a Prior, then an Abbot of 
Weſtminſter, and laſtly Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 
There isa Latin epitaph round his tomb, ſetting forth, 
„ that he was Monk, Prior, and Abbot of this Ab- 
bey; afterwards elected Biſhop of London; but 
Ely being then alſo vacant, he made choice of that 
ſee; that he was Primate and Chancellor of England ; 
Prieſt-cardinal, afterwards Biſhop-cardinal of *

three ſons and two daughters, James, | 
the honor of Earl Middleſex ; Lyonel and Edward; 
Frances, 
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neſte ; and Nuncio from the Pope; and that he died on 
the feaſt of -St. Mary Magdalen, in the year 1376, 
on whoſe ſoul God have mercy, and grant him the 


joys of heaven for the merits of Chriſt.” Next is 
a ſtately and curious monument of black-and-white 


marble, on which are two images in a cumbent 


poſture, repreſenting an antient nobleman in his 


robes with his lady. This monument was erected 


in memory of Lyonel Cranfield, Earl of Middleſex, 


by his relict Lady Anne. The Latin inſcription on 
this monument is to this effect: e 

* Sacred to the memory of Lyonel Lord Cranfield, 
Earl of Middleſex, who by that diſcerning prince 
K. James I. being called to court, was for his excellent 
parts bountifully rewarded both with honors and for- 


tune; being made Maſter of the Requeſts, and of the 


Wardrobe, Preſident of the Court of Wards, and 
Privy Counſellor. The. new and illuſtrious, as well 
as difficult province of Lord Treaſurer of England, he 
filled: which ſervices, how indefatigably he under- 


went, his titles of Knight, Baron Cranfield, and 


laſtly Earl of Middleſex, with various other honors, 
abundantly teſtify. From hence Envy riſing, her ut- 
molt efforts were exerted to raiſe ſtorms againſt him, 


whilſt he, boldly ſtanding on his guard, encouraged 


by the conſciouſneſs of his innocence, was grievoully 


toſſed about; but happily eſcaping ſhipwreck, in a 
compoſed winter of life, caſt anchor, and finiſhed 


his courſe in a retired leiſure. Here lying concealed, 
being wearied out firſt, and waſted afterwards, this 
pilot was rouſed up to undertake a ſafer voyage, and 
made the port of heaven. He died the 6th of Au- 
guſt, 1645, aged about 70. He was twice mar- 
ried; by his firſt wife he had three daughters, Eli- 
zabeth, Counteſs of Mulgrave; Martha, Coun- 


teſs of Monmouth; and Mary, who died unmar- 


ried. By the ſecond, who ſurvived him, he had 
heir to

Frances, Lady Buckhurſt ; and Suſannah, who died 
an infant.” | 
Near Biſhop Langham's tomb, 1s another about 
18 inches from the ground, on which is engraven on 
a braſs plate, the figure of an old man in a doctor's 
habit, deſigned for Dr. William Bill, Dean of Weſt- 
Wen, Maſter of Eton College, 3 of Trinity in 
Cambridge, and Chief Almoner to Q. Elizabeth, as 
appears by his inſcription, He died July 5, 1501. 
On a braſs plate are ſome Latin verſes, ſetting forth, 
« that he was a good and learned man, and a friend 
to thoſe that were ſo ; that he was juſt and charitable ; 
and that the poor, as well as the three colleges over 
which he preſided, ſuſtained an irreparable loſs by 
his death.” 
On the eaſt, on the very fpot where ſtood the altar 
of St. Benedict, is now a fine monument of various 
kinds of marble, to the memory of Lady Frances, 
Counteſs of Hertford, who is here repreſented in her. 
robes in a cumbent poſture, with her head reſt ing on 
an embroidered cuſhion, and her feet on a lion's 
back. Ihe ſculpture of this monument is extremely 
curious, and well worth attention. It ſeems to re- 
preſent a ſtately temple, where the enſigns and de- 
vices of the noble families of Somerſet, and Effing- 
ham appear to be the chief ornaments. The Latin 
inſcriptions ſet forth, © that ſhe was wife to the no- 
ble Earl of Hertford, ſon to the renowned Prince 
Edward, Duke of Somerſet, Earl of Hertford, Viſ- 
count Beauchamp, and Baron Seymour : that ſhe- 
was daughter to the noble Lord William, Baron 
Howard, of Effingham, Knight of the Garter, High 
Admiral to Q. Mary, and Lord Chamberlain and Privy 
Seal to Q. Elizabeth, &c. That, for her many 
graces, both of mind and body, ſhe was highly fa- 
youred by her gracious ſovereign, and dearly loved 
by her noble lord; who in teſtimony ot his inviola- 


ble affection, conſecrated to Dey memory this monu- 
| ment. 


ment. She died in the 44th year of her age, May 
14, 1 1598. 15 


On che ſouth ſide of this chapel i is a monument 


affixed to the wall, to the memory of Dr. Gabriel 
Goodman, who is here repreſented kneeling in his 
proper habit. The Latin inſcription intimates, 
« that he was the fifth Dean of this church, over 
which he preſided for 40 years with much applauſe ; 
that he founded an hoſpital, and inſtituted a ſchool 


that he was a man of regular and devout- life; and 
that he died in 1601, aged 73. 

On the ſame ſide, and ke the adjotatrg arch, 
is a neat table monument of white marble, to the 


mas Sprat, Biſhop of Rocheſter, and Dean of Weſt- 


minſter, by his wife Helena, deſcended from the antient 


and Wolſeleys honourable family of the Wolſeys, in 
$ Staffordſhire, who lies interred in the chapel of St. Ni- 
EZ cholas. He died an infant of a year old, in 1683. 
Z Beſides thoſe above recited, there lies interred in 
this chapel, Catherine, daughter to Dr. Dolben,

: 9 Archbiſhop of Vork; a Counteſs of Kildare 
in Ireland; and Dr. John Spotſwood, Lord Arch-

* Between this chapel and the next, you will obſerve, 
= affixed in the wall, a monument of Moſaic work, 
the ſides in plain pannels, but the top of the table 
wrougght in figures, ſaid to be done with the ſame

1. Over this tomb is ſomething which ſeems to 
1 have been a piece of church-perſpeCtive, but now al- 
XZ molt defaced.

Next in order you will be ſhewn the chapel of st. 
Edmund, at the entrance of which, on your left 
hand, is a monument ſacred to the memory of John M7 
of Eltham, ſecond ſon of K. Edward II. and fo 
called from Eltham in Kent, the place of his nati- 
vity, where our Engliſh Kings had once a palace, 
His ſtatue is of white alabaſter, the head encircled in 
a coronet of greater and leſſer leaves remarkable for 
its being the firſt of the kind; his habit is that of an 
armed knight. He died in Scotland, at the age of 
nineteen, unmarried, though three different matches 
had been propoſed to him; the laſt of which, to 
Mary, daughter of Ferdinand, King of Spain, he 
accepted; but lived not to conſummate it, His fu- 
neral was ſo magnificent and coſtly, that the prior 
and convent demanded 100l. (a vaſt» ſum then) for 
horſe and armour preſent there on the day of his bu- 
rial. This monument is by ſome authors ſaid to 
belong to H. Holland, Duke of Exeter, who periſh- 
ed at ſea in the reign of Edward IV. | 

At the foot of this is a handſome monument t of white 
marble, with the following inſcription : 

In this chapel lies interred all that was mortal 
of the molt illuitrions and moſt benevolent John Paul 
Howard, Earl of Stafford, who, in 1738, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of A. Ewens, of the county of 
Somerſet, Eſquire, by Elizabeth his wife, eldeſt 
daughter of John St. Alban, of Alſoxton, in the 
ſame county, Eſquire. A

Being ſnatched away ſuddenly by death, which be 
had long meditated and expected with conſtancy; he 
went to a better life the 1ſt of April, 1762; having 
lived 61 years, 9 months, and 6 days. 

The Counteſs Dowager, in teſtimony of her great 

* affeftion and reſpect to her Lord's memory, has 
* cauſed this monument to be placed here. 
The figures round the inſcription are the antient 
badges of honour belonging to the Stafford family, 
who deſcend by ten different marriages from the royal 
blood of England and France. 

Next to this is a ſmall table monument, on which 
lie the figures of William of Windſor, Gxth ſon of 
Edward III. who died in his infancy; and of Blanch 
of the Tower, ſiſter to William, who likewiſe died 
young, having obtained their furnames from the 
places of their nativity, What is remarkable, they 
are dreſſed in the habits of their time, the boy in a 
ſhort doublet, of the indecency whereof Chaucer's 

parſon complains; the girl in a horned head dreſs, 

* which Stowe ſays was frightful. | 
» Between the monuments of Lady Frances, Du- 
cheſs of Suffolk, and John of Eltham, Earl of Corn- 
wall ; againſt the eaſt wall, is a monument erected 
to the memory of Nicholas Monck, Provoſt of Eton, 
Biſhop of Hereford, and brother to George Monck, 
Duke of Albemarle, &c. He died December 11th, 
1661, aged 50. His grandſon, Chriſtopher Raw- 
linſon, Eſq. of Cark, in Lancaſhire, cauſed this to 
be erected in 1723.

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Charles Brandon, (of whoſe gallant actions ſee a 
more particular account in the hiſtory of the Tower, 
already mentioned) by Mary, the French Queen, 
daughter to Henry VII. and became herſelf Duchefs 
of Suffolk, by marrying Henry Grey, then Marquis 
of Dorſet, but upon her father's deceaſe created Duke 
of Suffolk, and afterwards beheaded for being con- 
cerned in Wyat's NOONE dethroning the bloody 
Queen Mary. 

The next that preſents is a ſtately monument of 
white marble, repreſeniing a youth in Grecian ar- 
mour, fitting on a Greek altar, and erected as the 


Latin inſcription ſets forth, to: the memory of Francis. 


Hollis, by John Earl of Clare, his afflicted father. 
This brave youth, after returning home from mak- 
ing a campaign in Flanders, died Auguſt L2th, — 
aged 18. His epitaph is thus written:

On an altar in the ſame {t,le, but differently or- 
namented, fits in a ſleeping poſture, the figure of 
Lady Elizabeth Ruſſel, daughter of Lord Ruſſel, in 
white aiabaſter. Your guides will tell you that ſhe 
died with a prick of her finger, which is apt to raiſe 
pity in the minds of the ſpectators; but this ſtory has 
no other foundation, than the miſapprehenſion of 
the ſtatuary's deſign; for having repreſented her 
as aſleep, and pointing with her finger to a Deaih's- 
head under her right foot, it has been ſuppoſed that 


her finger bled, and that the bleeding had cloſed her 


eyes in death; whereas he delign of the artiſt ſeems. 
rather to allude to the compoſed ſituation of her mind 


at he approach of death, which the conſidered only:

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as a profound ſleep, from which ſhe was again to 
awake in a joyful reſurrection; of which the motto 
uuder her feet is 2 clear illuſtralion; ; dormit, non 
mortua t; ** ſhe is not dead, but fleepeth.” The 
Latin inſcription on the ſcroll beneath, only tells 
that her afflicted ſiſter Ann, erected this monument 
to her memory. The device is an eagle, the em- 
blem of eternity, ſtanding on a florilege of roſes, &c. 
Within the rails which encloſe this laſt monument 
is one of various-coloured marble and alabaſter, pain- 
ted and gilt, erected to the memory of John Lord Ruſ- 
ſe}, (fon and heir to Francis Earl of Bedford,) and 


his ſon Francis, by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Anthony 


Cook, Knt. and widow of Sir Thomas Hoby, Kat. 


He is repreſented i in a cumbent poſture, habited in his 


coronation robes, with his infant ſon at his feet. His 
lady was eſteemed the Sapho of her age, being well 
verſed in tke learned languages, and an excellent poet; 
five of the epitaphs on this tomb are of her compoſition, 
of which three are in Latin, one in Greek, and the 


other in Engliſh, which is here tranſcribed as a oy 


cimen, the reſt being to the ſame import : 
Right noble twice, by virtue and by birth, 
Of heaven lou'd, and honour'd on the earth; 
His country's hope, his kindred's chief detioht, 
My huſband dear, more than this world's light, 
Death hath me reft.

Affixed to the wall near this ae are two 
others, one to the memory of Lady Jane Seymour, 
daughter to Edward Duke of Somerſet, who died 
March the 19th, 1560, aged 19. 

The other to the right honourable the Lady Katha- 


rine Knollys, chief lady of the bed-chamber to Q. 


Elizabeth, and wife to Sir Francis K nollys, Knt. treaſurer 


of her highnels's houſhold, She died January the 


15th, 
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15th, 1568. This Lady Knollys and Lord Hun(- 
don, her brother, were the only children of William 
Carey, Eſq. by Lady Mary his wife, one of the 
daughters and heirs of Thomas Bulleyne, + Earl of 
Wiltſhire and Ormond, and ſiſter to Ann Bulleyne, 
Queen of England, wife to Henry VIII. father and 


mother to Queen Elizabeth. What is farther re- 


markable, Lady Knollys's only daughter was mother 
to the favourite Earl of Eſſex. 

Under the window that fronts you when you enter, 
is a very antient monument, repreſenting a Gothic 
chapel, and in it the figure of a knight in armour, ina 
cumbent poiture, with his feet reſting on a lion's 
back. This was erected for Sir Bernard Brocas, of 
Baurepaire, in the county of Hants, (Guthrie calls 
him Brokehouſe) chamberlain to Ann, queen to 
Richard II. But this princeſs dying, and Richard 
falling under the diſpleaſure of his people, who de- 
| poſed him, Sir Bernard ſtill adhered to his royal 
_ maſter in his misfortunes, which coſt him his life. 
He was publicly beheaded on Tower Hill, Py 
1399, and here buried. 

Next adjoining to the weſt Glee this is the monu- 
ment of Sir Richard Peckſall, Knt. maſter of the 
buck- hounds to Q. Elizabeth; firſt married to 


Alianer, the daughter of William Powlet, Marquis 


of Wincheſter, by whom he had four daughters; 
and afterwards to Alianer, daughter to John Cot- 
grave, who erected this monument to his memory, 


as appears by the inſcription, On the als of the 


pillirs are Latin verſes thus tranſlated:

Near this is an ant ent megument of prey marble, 
on which, in plated braſs, is the figure of a knight 
in armour ; his head reclined upon his helmet, and

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an eagle. By the Latin inſcription this «night was 
Humphrey Bouchier, ſon and heir to John Bouchier, 
Lord Berners; who, eſpouſing the cauſe of Edward 


IV. againſt the Earl of Warwick, was lain in the 


battle of Barnet Field, on Eaſter day, 1471, though

On the right hand as you enter this chapel is the 
ancient monument of William de Valence, lying in 
a cumbent poſture on a cheſt of wainſcoat placed 


upon a tomb of grey marble; the figure is wood, 


covered originally with copper gilt, as was the cheſt 
in which it lies, but the greateſt part has been filched 


away; and of 3o ſmall images that were placed in 


little braſs niches round it, ſcarce one remains entire, 
In 1296 he was ſlain at Bayonne treacheroufly, His 
body was afterwards brought to England, and hono- 
rably buried in this chapel, and an indulgence of 
100 days granted to all devout people who ſhould 
offer up prayers for his ſoul. | 
Near to Valence, is a moſt magnificent monu- 
ment, partly encloſed, to the memory of Edward 
Talbot, eighth Earl of Shrewſbury, and his Lady 
Jane, eldeſt daughter and coheireſs of Cuthbert 
Baron Ogle, whoſe effigies in their robes lie on a 
black marble table ſupported by a pedeſtal of ala- 


'baſter. This monument is finely ornamented, and 


the.carving on the various coloured marble is exqui- 
ſite. The inſcription contains nothing more than 
his titles and character, which is indeed very high: 
He was honourable without pride, potent without 
oftentation, religious without ſuperſtition: liberal both 
in mind and bounty: warded ever againſt fortune, his 
whole life was a path-of juſtice ; and his innocence, 
eſcaping envy, continued through the whole courſe 
of his life. He died February 8th, 1617, in the 57th

On the floor of this chapel is a tomb two feet 
high, on which is a lady in a widow's. dreſs with a 
barb and veil, cut in braſs, round which is an in-

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ſcription in old French, importing that Alianer de 
Bohun, daughter and heireſs of Sir Humphrey de 
Bohun, Earl of Hertford, Eſſex, and Northampton, 
and wife to the mighty and noble Prince of Wood- 
ſtock, Duke of Glouceſter, Earl of Eſſex and Buck- 
ingham, ſon to Henry III. lies interred here. —T his 
lady, who was the greateſt heireſs in England, was 
deprived of her huſband by the cruelty of his nephew, 
Richard II. who, jealous of his popularity, moſt 
treacherouſly betrayed him by a ſhew of friendſhip ; 
for coming to viſit him at Plaſhy, a pleaſant ſeat of 
his in Eſſex, and ſtaying ſupper, in duty he thought 


to attend his majeſty to town; but at Stratford was 


ſuddenly ſurrounded by an ambuſh of armed men, 


who privately hurried him on board a ſhip, and car- 


ried him to Calais, where, by the king's order, 
he was ſtifled between feather beds. After this 
melancholy accident, his lady ſpent the reſt of her 
days in the nunnery at Barking, and died October 
3, 1399; from whence her remains were brought, 
and here interred. The duke her huſband was mur- 
dered in 1397. 


Mary, Counteſs of Stafford, wife to the unfor- 


tunate Viſcount Stafford, beheaded in the reign of 
King Charles II. on Tower Hill, has alſo a table 


monument of white marble near the above. She 
was lineally deſcended from the noble perſonages juſt 
mentioned, and from the Barons and Earls of Staf- 


ford, and was daughter and heireſs to the noble 
houſe of Buckingham. Lord Stafford was beheaded

There is alſo an Archbiſhop. buried here, as appears 
by a very antique figure in a maſs habit, engraven 
on a braſs plate, and placed on a flat ſtone in the 
pavement, over the remains of Robert de Walby ; 
who, as appears by the inſcription, was firſt an An- 
guſtine Monk, and attended Edward the Black Prince 
into France, where, being young, he proſecuted his 
ſtudies, and made a ſurprizing progreſs in natural 
and moral philoſophy, - phyfic, the languages, and 
in the canon law; and, being likewiſe an eloquent 
preacher, and ſound divine, was made Divinity Pro- 
feſſor in the Univerſity of Toulouſe; where he 
continued till called by Richard II. to the biſhopric 
of Man; from whence he was removed to the arch- 
biſhopric of Dublin; but not liking that country, 
upon the firſt vacancy he was recalled, and ad- 
vanced to the ſee of Chicheſter ; and afterwards to 
the Archbiſhopric of York. Such is the hiſtory of 
this great man, who died May 29, 1397, as ga- 
thered from an inſcription formerly very legible, but 
now almoſt obliterated. | 7 
| There is another grave- ſtone on the weſt ſide of

On'the baſe, before this monument 
are the figures of a knight armed, and kneeling, 
facing him is a lady in deep mourning, kneeling alſo, 
behind whoſe back, on a baptiſmal font, lies an in- 
fant in a cumbent poſture, its head ſupported by a 
pillow, alluding perhaps to her firſt marriage and 
iſſue, being repreſented on the tomb in ler robes 
Of ſtate, and beneath her head an embroidered 
cuſhion. The Latin epitaph 1mports, that ſhe was 
deſcended of illuſtrious parents, and married, firſt 
a gentleman of an antient houſe, whoſe anceſtors 

were renowned before the conqueror's time; that 
her ſecond huſband was of noble blood; and that 
being ſevered from both by death, her ſoul would 
rejoice in Chriſt for ever.

Of Henry VIIth's CHAPEL. 


This chapel, as has been ſaid, was deſigned as 2 
ſepolchre in which none but ſect as were of the 
1 blood royal ſhould ever be interred; accordingly the 
will of the founder has been fo far obſerved, that all 
j chat have hitherto been admitted are of the higheſt 
auality, and can trace their deſcent from ſome or 
other of our antient kings. 
lere is a handſome table- monument, incloſed with 
iron rails, on which lies a lady finely robed, the 
elfigy of Margaret Douglas, daughter of Margaret, 
Queen of Scots, by the Karl of Angus. This lady,

having been married ſome time to Mary Queen of 
Scots, but in the 21ſt year of his age murdered, not 
without ſome ſuſpicion of foul practices in the Queen. 
There are ſeven children, beſides, round the tomb of 
Margaret, of whom only three are mentioned in hiſ- 
tory, the reſt dying young. This great lady died 
March 10, 1577. 

Near the tomb juſt mentioned is a very magni- 
ficent one, erected to that unhappy Queen we have 
been now ſpeaking of ; and who being daughter to 
James V. of Scotland, was in her infancy proclaimed 
Queen of that kingdom, and married to Francis, 
. then Dauphin of France, but afterwards King, who 
in a few months after dying without iſſue, Mary 
returned into Scotland, and married Lord Darnly, 
as has been ſaid, by whom ſhe had one ſon, after- 
wards King of England as well as Scotland. 

The next is a table monument, on which is the 
effigy of Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, mother 
to Henry VII, by Edmund Tudor, fon of Owen 
ap Tudor, who married the widow of Henry V. of 
England, and daughter to Charles VI. of France, 
This Lady was afterwards married to Humphry Stat- 
ford, a younger ſon to Humphry Duke of Bucking- 
ham ; ; and laſtly to Thomas Lord Stanly, Earl of Der- 
by; but by the two laſt had no children. The inſcrip- 
tion mentions the charities of this excellent Princeſs ; 
ſuch as giving a ſalary to two monks of Weſtminſter, 
founding a grammar ſchool at Winbourne, and two 
colleges, one to Chriſt, the other to St. John, his 
diſciple, at Cambridge. She died in July, 1 50g, in 
the reign of her grandſon, Henry VIII.

reſembling life, and dreſſed in the robes he wore at 
Windſor at the inſtallation of the Knights of the 


Garter.

From this aiſle you enter the nave'of the chapel, 
where are inſtalled with great ceremony the Knights of 


the moſt h»nourable order of the Bath, which order 


was revived in the reign of King George the Firſt, in 


1725. In their ftails are placed braſs. plates of their 


arms, &c, and over them bang their banners, ſwords, 


and helmets: Under the ftalls are {eats for the El- 
quires, 
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quires, each Knight has three, whoſe arms are en- 
graved on braſs plates, 

Between the Kuights ſtalls, under a broad pave- 
ment, is the royal vault where their late Majeſties are 
buried, the Prince and Princeſs of Wales, Dukes of 
Cintberland and York, Prince Frederick William, the 


Princeſſes Amelia, Caroline, Elizabeth, Louiſa Anne, 


and two infants of their preſent Majelties the Princes 
Alfred and Octavius, 

What is chiefly to be admired here, as well for an- 
tiquity as fine workmanſhip, is the magnificent tomb 
of Henry VII. and Elizabeth his Queen, the laſt of 
the houſe of York who wore the Engliſh crown. 
This tomb ſtands in the body of the chapel, encloſed 
in a curious chauntry of caſt braſs, moſt admirably 
deſigned and executed: and ornamented with ſtatues, 
of which thoſe only of St. George, St. James, St. 


Bartholomew, and St. Edward, are now remaining. 


Within it are the effigies of the royal pair, in their 
robes of ſtate, lying cloſe to one another on a tomb of 
black marble, the head whereof is ſupported by a red 
dragon, the enſign. of Cad wallader, the laſt king of 


the Britons, from whom King Henry VII. was fond 
of tracing his deſcent; and the foot by an angel. 


There are likewiſe other devices alluding to his family 
and alliances; ſuch as Portculliſes ſignifying his rela- 
tion to the Beauforts by his mother's ſide; roſes 
twiſted and crowned in memory of the union of the 
two royal houſes of Lancaſter and York ; and at each 
end a crown in a buſh, referring to the crown of Rich- 
ard III. found in a hawthorn, near Boſworth-field ; 
where that famous battlewas fought for a diadem, which 
turning in favour of Henry, his impatience was ſo great 


to be crowned, that he canſed the ceremony to be per- 


formed on the Tpot, with that very crown his compe- 
titor had loſt. / 

At the head of this chauntry lie the remains of Ed- 
ward VI. grandſon to Henry VII. who died in the 16th. 


Fear of his age, and 7th of his reign. There was for- 


mer ly 
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merly a ſtately monument erected to his memory by 


Queen Mary, his fiſter and ſucceſſor; but having 


ſome curious ſculpture, repreſenting the paſſion and 
reſurrection of our Saviour, with two angels on the 
top kneeling, the whole was demoliſhed during the 
grand rebellion, by the Puritan party, as a relique of 
Romiſh ſuperſtition. The workmanſhip, Camden 


fays, was elegantly tiniſheJ. (See more of this Prince

On one fide of the tomb of Henry VIIth in a 
ſmall chapel. is a moanment of calt braſs, wherein 
are the effigies of Lewis Stewart, Duke of Kich- 
mond, and Frances his wife. They are repreſented 
as lying on a marble table, under a canopy of braſs 
curiouſly wrought, and ſuppor:ed by the figures of 
Faith, Hope, Charity, and Prudence, On the top is 
a fine figure of Fame taking her flight, and reſting 
only on her toe. This illuſtrious nobleman was for 
to Eſme Stuart, Duke of Lenox, and grandſon of 
James, nephew to King James I. to whom he was 


Firſt Gentleman of the bed-chamher and Privy Coun» 


ſellor, a Knight of the Garter, and Ambaſſador 
to France in behalf of Scotland. He died Febru- 


ary the 16th, 1623. His lady was daughter to 


Thomas Lord Howard, of Bindon, ſon to the Duke 
of Norfolk, by Elizabeth, daughter to the Duke of 
Buckingham. She died October 8, 1639. You 
will likewiſe fee here a pyramid of black and white 


marble ſupporting a ſmall urn, in which is. contained 


the heart of Eſme Stuart. fon to the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Lenox, by Lady Mary, daughter of the 
Duke of Puckingham. He died in France, Auguſt 
14, 1661, aged 11 years, and was ſucceeded in all 
his titles by Charles Earl of Litchfield, his couſin- 
german. who_ died December the 12th, 1672, and 
is nere interred, Of this noble family others were 
buried without monuments.

As you paſs on to the Eaſt, on the right hand cor- 
ner, in a handſome wainſcot preſs, is the effigy of 
Catherine, relict of John Duke of Buckingham and 
Normandy, and natural daughter of King James II. 


by Catherine Counteſs of Dorcheſter. She is dreſſed 


in the robes ſhe . wore at his late Majeſty's corona- 
tion. Alſo by her ſtands the effigy of her ſon the 
Marquis of Normandy, who died Feb. 1, 1714, 
aged three years and ſeven weeks. 

Another wainſcot preſs iS placed at the corner of 
the great Eaſt Window, in which is the effigy of Lady 
Mary Ducheſs of Richmond, relict of Charles Stu- 
art, Duke of Richmond, who died in 1672: anda 
daughter of Walter Stuart, M. D. who died Octo— 
ber 15, 1702, and is interred in the Richmond vault. 


She left her fortune to Walter Stuart, Lord Blan 


tyre, in Scotland, one of the ſix teen Peers elected to 


repreſent the Scots Peerage in the Britiſh Parliament, 


who died June 23, 1713, aged 29. This figure 
is dreſſed in the very robes her Grace wore at the co- 
ronation of Queen Anne. 

The next is an elegant monument erected to the 
memory of John Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham, 
where on an altar of the linelt-grained marble, lies in a 
half raiſed- poſture his grace's effigy, in a Roman habit, 
with his Ducheſs Catherine, natural daughter of the 
Dake of York, afterwards King James II. ſtanding 


at his feet weeping. On each fide are enrichments 


of military trophies, and over all an admirable figure 
of i ime holding ſeveral buſtos in relievo, being the 
portraiis of their . graces children. In the reign of 
King Charles II. as the inſcription ſets forth, he was

On the north fide of Henry the VIlth's chauntry, 
in a chapel anſwerable to the ſouth, is a very antique, 
monument, decorated with ſeveral emblematical figures 
in braſs, gilt with gold, the principal whereof is N ep- 
tune in a penſive poſture, with his trident e be 
and Mars with his head cruſhed. —Theſe ſupport the 
tomb on which lie the effigics of George Villars, Duke, : 
of Buckingham, the great favourite of King James I. 
and King Charles I. who fell a ſacrifice to national 
reſentment, and periſhed by the hands of an aſſaſſin, 
that had no other motive of action but the clamours of. 
the people. 

From hence you paſs to the north aiſle by a door o on 
the right hand, where is a lofty pyramid ſupported by, 
two griffins of braſs, gilt, on a pedeſtal of the moſt * 
curious marble, erected to the memory of Charles 
6 e 
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4 Montague, the firſt of this family that bore the title of 
Lord Hallifax, fon to George Montague, of Horton. 
In the reign of William III. and George I. he was 
placed at the head of the Treaſury, where undertaking 
the reformation of the coin, which in thoſe days was 
moſt infamonſly clipped, to the great loſs, of the pub- 
lic, he reſtored to its proper value. For theſe and 
other public ſervices, he was firſt created Baron and 
then Earl of Hallifax, and died May 19, 1715. 5 
There are likewiſe ſome monuments of leſs gran- 
deny and magnificence in this aifle, particularly one 
to the memory of George Saville, created by Kin 
Charles I. Baron of Eland, and Viſcount Halifax, 
afterwards Earl, and laſtly Marquis of Hallifax. He 
was Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal for ſome time in 
the reigns of King Charles II. of King James II. 
and King William, and at the beginning of the 
reign of King James II. he was for a few months 
Lord Preſident of the Council.

fre is the lofty and magnificent monument of 
Queen Elizabeth, erected to her memory by King 
James I. her ſucceſfor. The inſcription ſpeaks her 
character, high, deſcent, and the memorable acts of 
\ her glorious reign: That ſhe was the mother of her 
Country, and the Patroneſs of Religion and Learning; 
and ſhe was herſelf {killed in many languages, adorned 
with every excellence of mind and perſon, and endowed 
with princely virtues beyond her ſex ; that in her reign 
religion was refined to its primitive purity ; peace was 
eftabliſhed ; money reſtored to its juſt value; domeſtic. 
infurrections quelled ; France delivered from inteſtine 
troubles; the Netherlands ſupported; the Spaniſh 
Armada defeated ; Ireland, almoſt Joſt by the ſecret 
contrivances of Spain, recovered ; the revenues of both 
Univerſities improved by a law of proviſions; and, in 
ſhort, all England enriched : That ſhe was a moſt

It is remarkable that Edward was born Nov. 4, 
1470, in the ſanctuary belonging to this church, whi- 
ther his mother took refuge during the conteſt between 
the houſes of York and Lancalter ; at eleven years of 
age, upon the death of his father, he was proclaimed 
King, and on the 23d of june, 1483, about two 
years after, was murdered in the manner alreaJy re- 
lated. | 
Richard his brother, was born May 28, 1474, and 
married while a chiid to Ann Mowbray, heireſs of 
Norfolk. 
Juſt as you go out of this aiſle, you will be ſhewn, 
in another wainſcot preſs, the effigy of General Monk, 
who had ſo great a ſhare in the reſtoration of King 
Charles II. to the throne of his anceſtors. He is re- 
reſented in armour, and his ducal cap is generally 
made uſe of by your guide to receive your bonaty, few 
people going away without putting fomething into it, 
the ſalary of the conductor being but ſmall.

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reign of Henry VII. as he was Lord Lieutenant of 
Calais,. in France, Lord Chamberlain to his Majeſty, 
Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, and 
father to Henry Lord Daubeny, the firſt and laſt Earl 
of Bridgewater of that firname, by Elizabeth, of the 
ancient family of the Arundels in Cornwall. He died 
May 22, 1507, and his Lady in 1500, | | 

Here alſo is a magnificent monument of alabaſter, 
with pillars of Lydian marble' gilt, on the table 
whereof lies the effigy of a venerable perſon in a 
Chancellor's habit, with four ſons and four daughters 
kneeling on the baſe ; this monument appears by the 
inſcription to have been erected to the memory of 
Sir Thomas Bromley, Kat. Privy-Counſellor to 
Queen Elizabeth, and eight years Chancelior, in 
which office he died, April 12, 1587, to the grief of 
all good men. The eight children depicted on his 
tomb, were all by his Lady Elizabeth, of the family 
of Forteſcuc. | | | 

There is alſo a very ſtately but plain monument, 
whereon, in a half-raiſed poſture, fits the effigy of 
Sir Dudley Carleton, afterwards made Viſcount Dor- 
cheſter, for his eminent ſervices to King Charles I. 
and his father, both abroad and at home. He was 
a perſon, as appears by the inſcription on his mo- 
nument, well verſed in the languages, cuſtoms, and 
laws of moſt of the European nations, and was 
entruſted, both by King James I. and his ſucceſſor, 
with the moſt important foreign negotiations. fter 
the death of King James he was ſent into Holland, 
and was the laſt Deputy who voted in the Aſſembly 
of the States, of which great -privilege the crown of 
England had been poſſeſſed from the beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth's reign to this period. 

To the Eaſt of this monument is another very 
ſtately one of alabaſter, to the memory of Frances 
Counteſs of Suſlex, whoſe effigy lies in a cumbent 
poſture, with a coronet on her head, refiirg on an 


embroidered cuſhion, and her body magnificentiy 
robed.

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robed. This great lady was wife to Thomas Rat- 


cliffe, Earl of Suſſex, Lord Deputy of Ireland, and

In this chapel is a monument erected to the me- 


mory of Sir Henry Belaſyſe, Knt. Lieutenant-Gene- 


ral, ſome time Governor of Galway, in Ireland, and 


| afterwards of Ber wick upon Tweed, in the reign of 


King William III. He died Dec. 16, 1717, aged 


69. Bridget, wife to his only ſon William Belaſyſe, 


Eſq ;- died July 28, 1735, aged 20. 
Next to this is a monument of black touchſtone, 


very remarkably differing from every other in the 


Abbey. On the top of it is a circular frame of gilt 


| braſs, encloſing the buſt of Ann Lady Cottingtan, 


wife to Francis Lord Cottington, Baron of Hanworth, 
ſo created by King Charles I. She was daughter of 


Sir William Meredith, of Denbighſhire, by Jane 
| his wife, of the family of the Palmers, in Kent, and' 


died February 22, 1633, in the 33d year of her age, 


| having had four daughters and a ſon, all of whom 


died before their father, who on a table monument 


beneath lies in effigy, reſting on his left arm, and 
cover a ſatyr's head is this inſcription in Engliſh : 


Here lies Francis Lord Cottington, of Hanworth, 


| who in the reign of King Charles I. was Chancellor 
of his Majeſty's Exchequer, Maſter of the Court of 


Wards, Conſtable of the Tawer, Lord High La 
urer 
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ſurer of England, one of the privy council. He was 
twice Ambaſſador in Spain, once for the ſaid King, 
and a ſecond time for King Charles II. now reigning, 
to both which he mot ſignally ſhewed his allegiance 
and fidelity, during the unhappy civil broils of thoſe 
times ; and for his faithful adherence to the crown 
(the ufurper prevailing) was forced to fly his country, 
and during his exile died at Valadolid, in Spain, 
June 19, 1652, in the 74th year of his age, whence 
his body was brought and here interred by Charles: 
Cotrington, Eſq. his nephew and heir, in 1679.“ 

There is here alſo a very old Gothic monument, 
erected to the memory of Lewis Robert, or Robſart, 
a foreigner, but ſtandard-bearer to Henry V. a. 
Knight of the Bath, and afterwards of the Garter, 
and at length created Lord Bourchier.. His wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Bartholomew Bou- 
chier, and probably a relation. to Geoffry cons 
the old Engliſh Poet. 8 

We now aſcend up a little ſtair · caſe on the left- 3 
hand ſide, that leads to St. EDWARD's CHAP EL, 
where the awful ſolemnity of the place, the ſacred 
remains of royal magnificence, and the proſpect of 
what will be the end of all human glory, cannot Nr 
ſtrike the mind with ſerious contemplation. 


Of the Tomss, Sc. in the chapel of St. EDWARD. 


The firſt curioſity that commands your reverence: 
is the ancient venerable ſhrine of St. Edward, which 
ſtands in the center of this chapel, and was once the 
glory of England, but now neglected, defaced, and 
much abuſed. This ſhrine was erected by Henry 
III. upon the canonization of Edward, King of 
England, (the third of that name, and the laſt of the 
Saxon race,) by Pope Alexander III. Who cauſed his 
name to be placed in the catalogue of ſaints, and iſ- 
ſued his bull to the Abbot Laurence, and the convent 


of Weltmiaſter, ene, *© That his body be ho- 
| noured 
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noured here upon earth, as his ſoul is glorified in hea- 


ven.” He died in 1066, and was canonized in 1209. 


Ona the ſouth ſide of this ſhrine, Editha, daughter 
to Goodwyn Earl of Kent, and Queen to St. Edward, 
lies interred. The writers of thoſe times commend 
her for beauty, learning, prudent ceconomy, gentle 
manners, and inimitable {kill in needle work, having 
wrought with ker own hands the curious and magnifi- 
cent robes the King uſed to wear on his collar days. 


She died May 1, 1118. Part of a Latin epitaph on 


this excellent princeſs has been handed down, and is 
to this effect: | "ot 
. Succeſs ne'er ſat exulting in her eye, 
Nor diſappointment heav'd the troubled ſigh ; * 
Profperity ne*er ſudden'd dr her brow, 
While glad in trouble ſhe enjoy'd her woe : 
Beauty nor made her vain, nor ſcepters proud, 

Nor titles taught to ſcorn the meaner croud. 
Supreme humility was awful grace, 2] 
Aud ber chief charms a baſbfulneſs of face. | 

On the north ſide of this chapel is an ancient tomb 
of admirable workmanſhip and materials, the pannels 
being of poliſhed porphyry, and the Moſaic: work 
round them of gold and ſcarlet : at the corners of 


the table are twiſted pillars gilt and enamelled, and 


the.cffigy of Henry III. upon it is of gilt braſs, finely 
executed. He died in 1272, after a troubleſome 
reign of 56 years, aged 65, and was buried by the 


= Knights Templars, ot whoſe order his father was the 


founder, with ſuch ſplendor, that Wykes, the monk, 
ſays, he made a more magnificent figure when dead, 
than he had ever done while living. 4 LOL HH 

At the feet of Henry III. is an ancient table monu- 
ment of grey marble, on which lies the effigy of Elea- 
nor, Queen to Edward I. of whoſe remarkable ſtory 
a large account is given in the Hiſtorical Deſcription of 


| the Tower, juſt publiſhed, to which we refer. On 
the ſides of this monument are engraven the arms of 


Caſtile and Leon, quarterly, and thoſe of Ponthieu 
hanging 
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hanging on vines and oak trees. And round the 
copper verge is emboſſed this inſcription in Saxon 
characters, Icy gift Alianor jadis Reyne d' Angleterre, 
femme a Rex Edward Fiz. That is, Here lies Elea- 
nor, 1 Queen of England, wiſe to King Ed- 
ward the Fir. It is remarkable the body only of this 
Queen lies here interred, and her heart in the choir of 
the Friars Predicants in London. 

In this chapel you will likewiſe obſerve a large 
plain coffin of grey marble, compoſed of ſeven ſtones ; 
faur make the ſides, two the ends, and one the cover. 


This rough unpoliſhed tomb encloſed the body of the | 


_ glorious King Edward I. of whom we have juſt been 
| ſpeaking. He was fon to Henry III. and born at 
Weſtminſter June 17, 1239 ; named Edward, in ho- 
nour of St. Edward, his father's patron and predeceſ- 
ſor, and afterwards Longſhanks, from his tall and 
ſlender body. He is called Edward I, becauſe he was 
the firſt of that name after the Conqueſt, Of his at- 
- Chievements much is ſpoken in our Deſcription of the 

Tower. He died July 7, 1307, after a reign of 34 
years, and a life of 68. 3 - 

Near that of Henry III. is a ſmall monument co- 
vered with a ſlab of black Lydian, finely poliſhed, in 
memory of Elizabeth Tudor, ſecond daughter of King 
Henry VII. who died at Eltham in Kent, Sept. 14, 
1495, aged three years, from whence ſhe was re- 
moved in great funeral pomp, and here buried. 
Here is likewiſe another table monument in me- 
mory of Margaret, daughter to Edward IV. by Eli. 
zabeth Woodville, his Queen, which has part of an 
inſcription upon it, ſhewing her name, quality, and 
age, being only nine months. She died April 19, 
wh. > . 
Next to this chapel is that of Henry V. parted 
from it only by an iron ſcreen, on each ſide of which 
are images big as the life, and guarding as it were 
the ſtair-cale aſcending to the chauntry over it. 

Here you will fee the magnificent tomb of that 
: : | glorious 
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glorious and warlike Prince, Henry of Monmouth, 
{o called from the place of his nativity ; of whoſe 
gallant actions we have already ſpoken in our De- 
ſcription of the Tower. This prince was guilty of 
great extravagancies in his youth, and is ſaid, with 
Sir John Falſtaff, to belong to a gang of ſharpers, 
yet, upon his advancement to the crown, made 2 
moſt excellent King, and by the memorable battle of 
Agincourt acquired to himſelf and the Engliſh na- 
tion, immortal glory. He died in France, in the 
34th year of his age, and the 10th of his reign. 

Near this tomb lay incloſed in an old wooden 
cheſt, the remains of Catherine his Queen, which 
are put under ground. She was youngeſt daughter 
to Charles the VIth of France, and being of extraor- 
dinary beauty, the King, upon caſually ſeeing her, 
was fo enamoured, that he ſwore to the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, that he would either have her in marriage, or 
he would drive the King of France out of his kingdom, 
and him from his Dukedom; which reſolution being 
entered upon, the marriage was conſented to, and ce- 
lebrated by the Archbiſhop of Sens, in the church of 

St. Katherine, at Troys. She died Jan. 2, 1437. 
In this chapel is an antient tomb of black marble, to 


the memory of Philippa, third daughter to William 
Earl of Hainault, and Queen to King Edward III. 


with whom ſhe lived forty two years, and bore him 
fourteen children. Harding tells us, that when an 
embaſſy was ſent to chuſe one of the Earl's daughters, 
a certain Engliſh Biſhop adviſed to chnſe the Jady with 
the la geſt hips, as promiſing a numerous progeny. 
She died Aug. 15, 1369; and the King, her huſband, 
beſtowed a profuſion of expence in performing her 
exeques, and erecting her tomb, round which were 


placed, as ornaments, the brazen ſtatues of no leſs than 


thirty Kings, Princes, and noble perſonages, her re- 
lations. | | | 
Adjoining to this is the tomb of Edward III. which 


is likewiſe very antient, and covered with a Gothic ca- 


nopy. 
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nopy. On a table of grey marble lies the effigy of this 
Prince, though his corpſe was depoſited in the fame 

rave with the Queen's, according to her requeſt on 
her death-bed. This tomb was ſurrounded like the 
former with ſtatues, particularly thoſe of his children ; 
and at the head of it is placed the ſhield and ſword 
carried before him in France. The ſword is ſeven feet 
long, and weighs eighteen pounds, He died June 21, 

» 1377, aged 04. 

Next adjoining to this is another tomb erected to 
the memory of Richard Il. and his Queen; over 
which is a canopy of wood, remarkable for a curious 
painting of the Virgin Mary, and our Saviour, ſtill 

- viſible upon it. This Richard was ſon to Edward 
the Black Prince, and grandfon to Edward III. above 
ſpoken of, whom he ſucceeded at eleven years of age. 
He was murdered on St. Valentine's day, 1 299. 

In the ſame tomb lies his Queen, Anne, daughter to 
Charles IV. and ſiſter ro Wenceſlaus, Emperor and 
King of Bohemia, who brought him neither dowry 
nor iſſue. She died at Shene, June 7, 1 394, after be- 


ing married 12 years. 
Between the ſhrine of St. Edward and the, tomb of 


ueen Phillippa, under a large ſtone, once finely 
_ plated with braſs, lies the great Thomas of Wood- 
ſtock, Duke of Glouceſter, uncle to the above Richard 
II. and murdered by him: He was brother to the 
Black Prince, and ſixth and youngeſt ſon to Edward 
III. He was murdered Sept. 8, 1397. 

In this chapel was interred the heart of Henry 
d'Almaine, ſon to Richard, King of the Romans, 
brother to Henry III. He was ſacrilegiouſly aſſaſſi- 
nated in the church of St. Silveſter, at Viterbo, as he 
was performing his devotions before the High Altar. 
Simon and Guido Montfort, {ons to Simon de Mont- 
fort, Earl of Leiceſter, were the aſlaflins, in revenge 
for their father's death, -who, with their brother 
Henry, was (lain in the battle of Eveſham, in fighting 


againlt their lawful ſovereign, The picture of this 
murder 
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murder the inhabitants had painted, and hung up in 
the church, where we are told it ſtill remains. This 
murder happened in 1270, and the year after the 
body of Henry was brought to England, and buried 
in the monaſtery of St. Hellen's; but his heart was 
put in a cup, and placed near St. Edward's ſhrine. | 

In this chapel, in a handſome wainſcot preſs, is 
the effigy of Edmund Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham, 
who died at Rome, Oct. 30, 1735, and was buried in 
Henry VIIth's chapel, January 31, 1736. He died at 
the age of 19 years, 9 months, and 19 days, and was 
the ſecond and laſt Duke of this noble family. | 

The next place we enter is directly oppoſite to the 
ſtair-caſe that we now deſcend, and is called 


St. ERASMUS's CHAPEL... 


The firſt on the right hand, as you enter, is a 
handſome monument to the memory of Mrs. Mary 
Kendall, daughter of Thomas Kendall, Eſq. by Mrs. 
Mary Haller, of Killigrath in Cornwall,, who died in 
her 33d year. Her many virtues, as her epitaph ſets 
forth, „rendered her every way worthy of that cloſe 
union and friendſhip in which ſhe lived with Lady 
Catherine Jones ; and in teſtimony of which ſhe de- 
fired that even her aſhes, after death, might not be 
divided; and therefore ordereth herſelf here to be in- 
terred, where ſhe knew that excellent lady deſigned 
one day to reſt, near the grave of her beloved and re- 
ligious mother Elizabeth Counteſs of Ranelagh.” She 
was born at Weſtminſter, November 8, 1677; and 
died at Epſom, March 4, 1710. 

In this chapel is an antient monument erected to the 
memory of Sir Thomas Vaugham, Knt. Chamberlain 
to Edward Prince of Wales, and Treaſurer to King 
Edward IV. | 

Next to this is a monument erected to the memory _ 
of Col. Edward Popham, and his Lady, whoſe ſtatues 
in white marble, as large as life, ſtand under a lofty 


canopy, reſting their arms in a thoughtful poſture 
upon

upon a marble altar, on which lie the gloves of an 


armed Knight. This Col. Popham was an active 
officer in Cromwell's army, and on his tomb was in- 
ſcribed his atchievements ; but at the reſtoration, the 


inſcription was ordered to be defaced, and the whole 


monument demoliſhed ; which however, at the in- 
terceſſion of ſome of his Lady's relations, who had 
eminently ſerved his Majeſty, was preſerved ; the face of 
the ſtone on which the inſcription was engraven, turned 
inwards, and no other injury done to the monument. 
Thomas Carey, ſecond ſon to the Earl of Monmouth, 
has a monument in this chapel erected to his memory. 
He was of the bed chamber to King Charles I. and is 


ſaid to have died of grief, in 1668, at the age of 33, - 


for the unhappy fate of his Royal Maſter. 
Thomas Cecil, Earl of Exeter, Baron Burleigh, 
_ Koight of the Garter, and Privy-councellor to King 
James, has a large table monument in the middle of 
this chapel, whereon is his effigy in his robes with a 
lady on his right ſide, and a vacant ſpace on his left 
for another. The lady on his right ſide is Dorothy 
Nevil, his firſt wife, daughter and coheireſs to the 
noble Lord Latimer; and the vacant ſpace was left for 
his ſecond wife, Frances Bridges, of the noble family 
of Chandos; but, as the right ſide was taken up, ſhe 
gave expreſs orders by her will, not to place her effigy 
on his left ; notwithſtanding which they are all buried 
together in one vault, as the inſcription expreſſes. 
But the moſt magnificent monument in this chapel 
ſands againſt the eaſt wall, in the very place where 
ſtood the altar of St. John Baptiſt. It was erected to 


the memory of Henry Carey, firſt coufin to Q. Eliza- 


beth, created Baron of Hunfdon in Hertfordſhire in 
1558, was fome time Governor of Berwick, Lord 
Chamberlain to Q. Elizabeth, Privy-counſellor, and 
Knight of the Garter ; but not being preferred as he 
expected, laid the diſappointment ſo much to heart, 
that he lanzuiſhed for a long time on a ſick bed, at 
which the Queen being moved too late, created him 
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an Earl, and ordered the patent and robes to be laid 
before him, but without effect. He died July 23, 
1596, aged 72. | VVV 
Againſt the ſouth wall chere is a very antient ſtone 
monument, where, under a Gothic canopy, lies the 
figure of a Biſhop properly habited, ſuppoſed to be 


Thomas Ruthell, made Biſhop of Durham by Henry 


VIII. He had been ſecretary of ſtate to Henry VII. 
and was by Henry VIII. made a Privy-Counſellor, and 
ſent on ſeveral embaſſies abroad. He died immenſely 
rich, in 1524. | 

William of Colcheſter has alſo an antient ſtone mo- 
nument in this chapel, whereon lies his effigy properly 
habited, the head ſupported by an angel, the feet by 
a lamb. | 

A third antient monument here, is that of George 
Flaccet, Abbot of Weſtminſter in the time of Henry 
VII. of whom we can find nothing material. He died 
about the year 1414. On this monument ſtands the 
ſtone coffin of Thomas Mything, biſhop of Hereford, 
ſometime Abbot of Weſtminſter, and Privy-counſellor 
to King Edward IV. 


Of the Tous, &c. in the Chapel of IsLte, other- 
wile St. JOHN BAPT IST. 


In this chapel of Iſlip there are hut two monuments 
of conſiderable note; that of John Iſlip, Abbot of 


Weſtminſter, the founder; and that of Sir Chriſtopher 


Hatton, ſon and heir of John Hatton, and neareſt in 
the male line to Chriſtopher Hatton, Chancellor in 
the reign of Q. Elizabeth, whoſe eſtate he inherited 
after. the death of Sir William Newport, the Chancel- 
lor's fiſter's ſon. 1 

That of Iſlip is a plain marble table, ſtanding in the 
centre, ſupported with four ſmall pillars of braſs; over 
which, on the roof, was antiently a fine painting of our 
Saviour on the croſs, deſtroyed by the Puritans in 
Cromwell's time, who were enemies to every thing 
that favoured of Popiſh idolatry, though ever ſo ma{- 
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terly, This Iſlip was a great favourite with Henry 
VII. and was employed by him in decorating his new 


. chapel, and in repairing and beautifying the whole 


Abbey. He dedicated his own chapel to St. John 
Baptiſt, and died January 2, 15 10. 


The tomb of Sir Chriſtopher Hatton is wok no- 


tice. The principal figures are a knight in armour, 
and a lady in deep mourning, both the figures reſting 
on the aſcending ſides of a triangular pediment, parted 


in the middle by a trunkleſs helmer, Over their heads 


is a neat piece of architecture, in the centre whereof is 


a fcroll with their arms, held up by naked boys, one 


of which holds a torch over the Knight, put out and 
reverſed, to ſhew that Sir Chriſtopher died firſt ; the 
other over the lady, holds his torch erect, and burn- 


ing, to ſignify that ſhe ſurvived him. This lady was 
Alice, daughter of Thomas Fanſhaw, Eſq. by whom 


Sir Chriſtopher had twelve children, and of whom fix 
ſurvived him. He died September 10, 1619. 


Wax FIGURES; 


In a chauntry over this chapel are handſome wain- 
ſcot preſſes, which contain the effigies of Queen Eliza— 


'beth, King William and Queen Mary, and Queen 
Ann, in their coronation robes. But what eclipſes the 
brilliancy of thoſe effigies, is the admirable figure of 


the great Earl of Chatham in his parliamentary robes, 
lately introduced at a conſiderable expence. It ſo well 
repreſents the original, that there is nothing wanting 
but real life; for it ſeems to ſpeak as you approach it. 
The eagernels of connoiſſeurs and foreign artiſts to ſee 
this figure, and the ſatisfaction it affords them, juſtly 
places it among the fir{t of the kind ever ſeen i in this 


or any other country. 


Of the Tous, &c. in the Chapel of St. Joan the 
- -EYANGELDT: 


In the centre of this Chapel is a moſt curious mo- 


nument to the memory of Sir Francis Vere, a gentle- 


man 
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man of the firſt reputation both for learning and arms ; 
made the art of war his particular ſtudy; in which he 


was equalled by few, excelled by none. His monu- 
ment is a table ſupported by four knights kneeling, on 


| which lie the ſeveral parts of a complete ſuit of ar- 


mour, and underneath the effigy of Sir Francis, lying, 
as if undreſſed, in a looſe gown on a quilt of alabaſter. 
This great warrior, was 3o years in the Dutch ſer- 


vice, 20 of which he commanded the auxiliary troops 
of England, and gained immortal honor: He died 


Aug. 28, 1608, in the 54th year of his age. On the 


baſe of his monument is a ſhort Latin inſcription in © 


letters of gold, ſhewing to whom it belongs; that he 
was nephew to the Earl of Oxford, and Governor of 
Portſmouth and the Brille; and that his diſconſolate 


widow, out of the abundance of her affection, had 


conſecrated this monument to his memory, 

Eaſtward to this, and cloſe to the wall, is a mo- 
nument, on which is repreſented, in relief, the ſiege 
of a town ; alluding perhaps to that of Newport, in 
the Netherlands. The principal figure is a general on 
horſeback holding a batton, and having one eye ble- 
miſhed. As this monument was erected to the me- 


mory of Sir George Holles, nephew to Sir Francis 


Vere, and a Major General under him, we are in- 


clined to think that this piece of ſculpture is intended 
to perpetuate the ſtory of that memorable battle, in 


which Sir Francis was wounded, and acquired much 
glory. A cannon being rendered very conſpicuous, 


ſeems to point that out as the inſtrument by which his 
| horſe was killed; and the blemiſh in the general's eye, 
the hurt he might receive when he fell. On one ſide 


of this pedeſtal ſits a Pallas, on the other Belona, la- 
menting the death of the great warrior repreſented 
above in a Roman habit, ſtanding erect upon a lofty 


altar, with a cherub ſapporting the plinth whereon 


he ſtands. This monument is very ingeniouſly exe- 
cuted. Sir George died May 16, 1626, aged-go, _ 
Cx Near 


but being trained from his youth in the camp, he 
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Near the tomb of Sir Francis lies Aubrey de Vere, 
the laſt Earl of Oxford of that name; which title had 
continued in a direct line to this noble family ever 
ſince the year 1155. Aubrey was the 20th and laſt Earl, 
and enjoyed this title 70 years. He was Chief Juſ- 
tice in Eyre, &c. in the reign of Charles II. Lord 
of the Bed-chamber, Privy-counſellor, Colonel of the 
Royal Regiment of Horſe Guards, and Lord Liente- 
nant of the county of Eſſex, and Lientenant-general 
of the forces in the reign of William III. and alſo 
Knight of the Garter. March 12, 1702, he died 
without iſſue male, and the Queen conferred the 
Earldom of Oxford with that of Mortimer on Robert 
Harley, Firſt Lord of her Majeſty's Treaſury. 

In this chapel were formerly ſome very antient mo- 
numents, of which only one new remains; this has 
the image of an Abbot in his maſs habit, curiouſly en- 

graved on bra's, repreſenting John de Eaſtney, who 
died March 4, 1198. By the records of the church 

be appears to have been a great benefactor to it; be 
ornamented the grand welt window with ſome roble 
paintings in glaſs, of which ſome little {till remains. 

He gave the ſcreen to the chapel, and preſented two 

images gilt, for the altars of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
and one tor the Chapter-houſe. He paid the king 

10007. on account of the merchants, and 300. to 
the court of Rome, due for the confirmation of Ab- 
Yor. - 

Juſt before the door of this chapel a grey marble 
ſtone bears the figure of an armed Knight, reſting his 

feet on a lion, and his head on a grey-hound, which, 

as the regiſter informs us, repreſents Sir John Har pe- 

don, Kat. who died in 1457. 

Within the door is another ancient tomb of free- 
ſtone on the north {ide of this chapel, under which 
lies buried Sir Thomas Parry, Knt. Treaſurer of the 
Houſhold, Maſter of the Court of Wards and Live- 
* ries to Q. Elizabeth, He died Dec. 15, 1560. Fe 
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Of the TomMBs, &c, in the Chapel of 
St. MICHAEL. 


In this chapel was lately erected a ſtately monument 
to the memory of Joſeph Gaſcoigne Nightingale aad 
his Lady, with the following inſcription : “ Here 
reſt the aſhes of Joſeph Gaſcoigne Nightingale, of 
Mamhead, in the county of Devon, Eſq. who died 
July 20, 1752, aged 56: aud of Lady Elizabeth his 
wife, daughter and coheireſs of Waſhington, Earl of 
Ferrers, who died Aug. 17, 1734, aged 27. Their 
only fon Waſhington Gaſcoigne Nightingale, Eſg. 
deceaſed, in memory of their virtues, did by his laſt 
will order this monument to be erected. | 


This is a capital performance of that great maſter 


of ſculpture Mr. Roubiliac; and has been, and now 
is, viſited and juſtly admired by all judges of merit, 
and lovers of ingenuity. Above is repreſented a lady 
expiring in the arms of her 'huſband ; beneath, lily 
peeping from a tomb, the King of Terrors preſents 
his grim viſage, pointing his unerring dart to the dy- 
ing figure, at which tight the huſband, ſuddenly 


ſtruck with aſtoniſhment, ſeems to claſp her to his 


boſom, to defend her from the fatal ſtroke, 

On the oppoſite fide is the magnificent monument 
of the Earl and Counteſs of Mountrath. The deſign 
is truly grand, and the execution maſterly. - On the 
ſummit is the repreſentation of the ſplendid manſions 


of the bleſſed, with cherubim and ſeraphim; and on 


a ſarcophagus beneath, are two principal figures, the 
one an angel aſcending on a cloud, the other the 


. Counteſs in the attitude of riſing from the dead, and 


as ſupportea by the Angel, who holds her up with 
his left hand, and with his right points to heaven, 
where a ſeat is prepared for her, and where another 


angel is ready to receive her, and to crown her with 


a wreath of glory, The inſcription is in Latin thus 
tranſlated: Z 
Sacred to the memory of Algernon, Earl of Moun- 


3 trath, 
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trath, and Diana his Counteſs, who ſurviving him, 
cauſed this monument to be erected, 1771. 55 
Thus, while on earth, who joy in mutual love, 
Beyond the grave hall find their joys improve. 
There are beauties in this monument that exceed 
deſcription ; the pleaſure in the countenance of the 
receiving angel is inimitable, and the fine feathering 
of the wings has a lightneſs which nature only can 
ſurpaſs. | 
Near to this is a monument of note, facred to the 
memory of Sarah Ducheſs of Somerſet, relict of John 
Seymour, Duke of Somerſet, daughter of Sir Ed- 
ward Alſton, Knt. On the baſe of this monument ſit 
two charity-boys, one on each fide, bewailing the 
death of their great benefactreſs, who is repreſented in 
a modern dreſs, reſting upon her arm, under a cano- 
py of ſtate, and looking earneſtly up at a group of 
cherubim iſſuing from the clouds above her. Under. 


neath is a Latin inſcription to this effect: Here lies 


the late illuſtrious Ducheſs of Somerſet, celebrated 


for charity and benevolence, who erected a grammar- 
ſchool for boys at Tottenham, in Middleſex, enlarged 


the income of the Green-Coat Hoſpital at Weſtminſter, 
largely endowed Brazen Noſe College in Oxford, and 
St. John's in Cambridge, for the education and in- 
ſtruction of youth in piety and good literature. She 
was likewiſe an encourager of trade and handicrafts, 


and had a tender regard to old age, by ereCting an 


alms-houſe at Froxfield in Wiltſhire, for go widows, 
She was very Charitable to the poor of St. Margaret's, 
Weſtminſter, where ſhe inſtituted a Lecture, and 


gave many ſtately ornaments to the church.“ She 
died Oct. 5, 1692. 5 
Of the Tous, Sc. in the Chapel of St. ANDREW. 


In the centre of this chapel ſtands that moſt ſtately 


and magnificent monument erected to the memory of 


Sir Henry Norris, his Lady, and fix ſons. He was 


_ anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Abingdon, and for his 
valour in the Low- countries, in the reign of Q., Eli- 


zabeth, 


— 
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-abeth, \ was created Lord Norris of Rycot. This mo- 


- nument has a fine repreſentation of an encampment, 


in relief, and is otherwiſe beautifully ornamented; 

but haying no inſcription, the date is left uncertain. 
Againſt the eaſt wall there is a very neat monu- 

ment to the memory of Suſannah Jane Davidſon, only 


daughter of William Davidſon, as the inſcription ſets 


forth, of Rotterdam, merchant, whom it pleaſed the 


Almighty to viſit in the bloom of life with a hngering 


diſcaſe, of which ſne died at Paris, Jan, 1, 1707s 


aged 20. 
Over the inſcription is the W of a very 


pleaſing face; and over that, on an oval ground, is 


depicted, in relief, the young lady juſt expiring, 
Death having ſtruck his dart in her breaſt: An Angel 
ſupports her, pointing to the joys of heaven. 

Here is alſo a monument erected to the memory of 
Ann, wife of James Kirton, of Caſtle Carey, Somer- 
ſetſhire, Gent. She died Sept. 7, 1603. In one 
corner is the very ancient monument of Abbot Kirton, 
which is worth obſerving, having ſeveral labels in 
black letter all round the portrait, which ſtands upon 
eagles crowned, alluding perhaps to his high deſcent 
from the antient and illuſtrious family of Codilbie, 
He appears to have been a perſon of great EMINENCE. 
He died Oct. 3, 1466. | 

In all the chapels there are many honourable per- 
ſonages not diſtinguiſhed by monuments or inſcrip- 
tions, of whom, perhaps, it might be expected we 
ſhould take ſome notice; but as we do not profeſſed- 
ly write a regiſter of burials, we muſt refer the cuti- 
ous to the guides, who are generally well informed in 
theſe matters, and from whom it is not doubted but 
all poſſi ble ſatisfaction will be obtained. 

Of the TOMBS in the AREA. 

Having now taking a view of all that is curious in 
the ten chapels of this Abbey, we ſhall juſt point out 
the monuments worthy of notice in the Area, before 
we enter the croſſes and aiſles that are common to all 
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ſpectators. In returning through the Area, after vi- 
ſiting the chapels, are placed on your right and left 
two magnificent monuments to the memory of Field- 
marſhal John E. Ligonier, and Major-general James 
Wolfe. 

That on the right, to the memory of the Field- 
marſhal, has nothing ſtriking in the deſign. The 
principal figure repreſenting Hiſtory, with a pen in 
her right hand, and a ſcroll in her left, is, indeed, 
truly elegant, but vacant and inexpreſſive. In fact, 
as ſhe has merely the names of the battles, in which 
her hero fought, to recite, ſhe has very little to think 
of, and therefore, inſtead of minding what ſhe is 
about, her attention, if any is expreſſed, is turned 
another way. The ſculptor, however, has been happy 
in exhibiting an admirable likeneſs of his Lordſhip in 
profile, and the medallions of the four Kings under 
whom his Lordſhip ſerved are likewiſe much admired. 
The emblems of war; and other decorations, are very 
maſterly. | 

The inſcription is only a recital of his Lordſhip's 
titles and places, his age 92, aw his death 28th of 
April, 1770. 

On the ſcroll held by Hiſtory i ;s the following Jiſt 
of battles : Schellenbergb, Blenheim, Ramillies, Oude- 
narde, Taniere, Malplaquet, PMN; Fontenoy, 
Rocoux, and Laffeldt. 

On the left, is the ſuperb monument erected by 
Government to the memory of Gen. Wolfe. The 
ſubje& is the tragic ſtory of the General's death in the 
very moment of victory. He is repreſented in the 
laſt agonies of expiring heroiſm, with his hand cloſing 
the wound which the ball that killed him had made in 
his breaſt, and falling into the arms of a grenadier, 
who catches and endeavours to ſupport him on his 
haunches, while with one hand he holds his feeble 
arm, and with the other points to Glory, in the form 
of ah angel in the clouds, holding forth a wreath 
ready to crown him. On the pyramid, in * 
| f | the 
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hs faithful Highland ſerjeant who attended him, in 


whoſe countenance the big ſorrow at the mournful ſight 
of his dying maſter is ſo powerfully and pathetically ex- 


preſſed, that the moſt iuſenſible human being cannot 


look upon him without, in ſome ſort, ſharing in his grief. 


This monument does equal, honour to the artiſt 


who deſigned it, and the {culptor by whom it was exe- 


cuted. Every part is maſterly, The lions that reſt- 


upon the baſe, and the wolves heads that ornament 
the flanks, are animated; but, above all, the alt- 


relief that decorates the front, and repreſents the lan- 
ding at Quebec, conveys ſuch a lively view of the hor- 


rid rocks and precipices which the ſoldiers had to 
climb, and the ſailors to ſurmount with the cannon, 
before they conld approach to attack the enemy, that 
one cannot tell which moſt ro admire, the bravery of 
the troops, who could conquer under ſuch difficulties, 
or the art of the ſculptor, who could fo ſtrikingly 
bring them forth. The inſcription carries no marks 
of oſtentation, but ſimply records the 885 in the fol- 
lowing words: 

To the memory of James Wolfe, Major: general and 
Commander in Chief of the Britiſh land forces on 
an expedition againſt Quebec: who, after ſurmoun- 
ting, by ability and valour, all obſtacles of art and 
nature, was (lain in the moment of REP on the 
I 3th of September, 1759: 

The King and the Parliament of Great- Britain 

dedicate this monument. 
On the right ſide of this you will ſee a table monu- 


ment to the memory of Biſhop Duppa, tutor to K. 


Charles II. a man of ſuch exemplary piety, lively con- 
verſation, and exceſs of good-nature, that when 
King Charles I. was a priſoner in Cariſbrook - Caſtle, 
he thought himſelf happy in the company of ſo good 
a man. He was born at Greenwich, and educated 


firſt at Weſtminſter-School, and then at Chriſt- Church 


College, Oxford, of which he was afterwards Dean ; 
and being pitched upon for preceptor to the. then 
C 5 Prince 
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Prince of Wales, was firſt made B. of Chicheſter, from 
thence tranſlated to Saliſbury, and after the reſtorati- 
on, to the ſee of Wincheſter. He died March 26, 
1662, in the 74th year of his age. 

Next to this is a monument lately crafted to the 
memory of Sir James Adolphus Oughton, late Com- 
mander in Chief of his Majeſty's forces in North- 
Britain, compoſed of plain Carrara white marble. 
The tablet on which the inſcription is written is cap- 
ped with a cornice, which carries a vaſe ornamented 
with ſerpentine flutes encircling a ſmall medallion of 
Sir James. The pyramid is of the rare and much 
eſteemed antique Pero-bramo marble. The inſcription 

is a recital of his military employments; and a record 
of his death, April 14, 1780, in the 61ſt year of his 
age. 

2 in this area were formerly hiv very ancient 
monuments, but now ſo very much obſcured or de- 
faced as not to be much noticed. The firſt, of free- 
| one, made like a cloſe bed, is walled up, and the 
monument of Lord Ligonier placed againſt it, This 
tomb was canopied with an ancient gothic Arch, 
the ſides of which were decorated with vine branches 
in relief, the roof within ſpringing into many angles, 
under which lay the image of a lady in an antique 
dreſs, her feet reſting upon lions, and her head on 
Pillows {ſupported by angels on each fide. On the 
face of the tomb are ſix niches, on which ſeem to have 
been painted monks ; and on the pedeſtal are ſtill to be 
ſeen ſome remains of paintings admired by the curious. 
This monument covered the remains of Aveline Coun- 
teſs of Lancaſter, daughter to William De Fortibus, 
Earl of Aibemarle and Holdernefle, by Iſabella, daugh- 
ter and heireſs of Baldwin, Earl of Devon. This lady 
married Edmund Earl of Lancaſter, ſon to King Heory 
III. but died the very year of her marriage, Nov. 4, 
12 3 
Another ancient monument was of grey marble, 


fo the memory of Aymer de Valence, ſecond and _ 
ar 
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Earl of Pembroke of this family: he was third ſon to 
William de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, already men- 
tioned. He was poiſoned June 23, 1324. 

The third ancient monument was that of Edmund 
Crouchback, fourth ſon to Henry III. ſo called, as 
ſome affirm, from the deformity of his perſon; but, 
according to others, from his attending his brother 
in the holy wars, where they wore a crouch or croſs 

on their ſhoulders, as a badge of Chriſtianity. This 


has been a very lofty monument, painted, gilt, and 


inlaid with ſtained glaſs. The inſide of the canopy 
has been a {ky with ſtars, but by age changed into 
a dall red. From this Prince the houſe of Lancaſter 
claimed their right to the crown. Oa the baſe towards 
the Arca are the remains of ten Knights armed with 
banners, ſurcoats of armour, and croſs-belted, repre- 
ſenting, undoubtedly, his expedition to the Holy Land, 
the number exactly correſponding with what Matthew 
Paris reports, namely, Edward and his brother, four 
Earls, aud four Knights, of whom ſome are ſtill diſeo- 
verable, particularly the Lord Roger Clifford, as were 
formerly, in Waverly's time, William de Valence, and 
Thomas de Clare. 3 b 

On the Weſt ſide of the door of St. Eraſmus's 
Chapel, is a monument erected to the memory of 
Juliana, only daughter of Sir Randolph Crew, Kat. 
| Lord Chief Juſtice of England. She died unmarried 
April 22, 1021. 

On the FCaſt ſide of the door of St. Eraſmus's 
Chapel, is a monument erected to the memory of 
Jane, daughter and coheireſs of Sir John Pultney, 
and wife to Sir Cleppeſby Crew, Knt. She died Dec. 
2, 1039, aged 29. 

Over the door of St. Eraſmus's Chapel is the 
monument of the Right Rev. Dr. Barnard, Lord 
Biſhop of Londonderry. | 

Cn the fame tide is a monument lately erected to the 
me ory of Admiral Holmes, who is repreſented in a 
Roman waplike habit, with N right hand reſting on

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a cannon mounted on a carriage- Behind is an anchor, 
*a flag-ſtaff, and other naval decorations, & c. Beneath 
s the following inſcription: 

Rear Ad- 
miral of the White, He died the 21ſt of November, 
1761, Commander in chief of his Majeſty's fleet ſtati- 

oed ai Jamaica, aged 50. Erected by his grateful 
nieces Mary Stanwix and Lucretia Sowle. | 

The next is a new monument to the memory of 
William Pulteney, Earl of Bath, Above is a medal- 
lion of the Earl, in the centre a large urn with the 
family arms. The figures of Policy and Poetry are 
placed on each fide of the urn. The infcription is as 
follows: F rected to the memory of William Pulte- 
ney, Earl of Bath, by his brother the Hon. Harry 
Pulteney, General of his Majeſty's forces, 1764. 
Ob. July 7, 1764, t. 81. 

The next monument in the Area, worth obſerving, 

is that of Eſther Dela Tour de Gouvernet, the Lord 
Eland's Lady: it is of curious white marble, repre- 
ſenting a lady on ber death-bed, with a mourner 
weeping over her, done finely in relief; but the light, 
not being properly attended to in fixing i it up, ſtrikes ſo 
ſtrongly on the noſe of the figure, that it appears like 
a dent, and thereby ruins the beauty of the face. 
The inſcription is in Latin and Engliſh, and contains 
an encomium on her many excellent virtues. She 
died in 1694, aged 28. 

Between the monuments of Henry III. and Q. Elea- 
nor, in the area, is a monument to the memory of Mrs. 
Chriſtian Kerr, wife to William Kerr, Eſq. and 
daughter to Sir William Scott, Bart. both of the 
kingdom of Scotland, She died May 16, 1694, 

aged 40. 

There is affixed to the corner of Henry V's chapel, 
a neat monument of black marble with a buſt of braſs, 
having the figures of Apollo and Minerva holding a 
laurel wreath over it, very elegantly deſigned. This, 

| as appears by * 1 Latin inſcription, was erected to the 
Memory 
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memory of Sir Robert Alton, Knt. who in the reign of 
James I. was in great reputation for his writings, eſpe- 
cially in the poetical line, He died in 1638. 

Near this is an antient flat ſtone in the pavement, 
formerly inſcribed to the memory of Sir John Galofre, 
called Ld. of Langley, natural ſon of Sir John Galo- 
fre, by Johannet Puſham. This Galofre was famous 
in the reign of Richard II. for his wiſdom and valour, 
and was proſecuted by the diſcontented Lords. He 
died at Wallingford in Berks, in 1330. 

Betwixt St. Nicholas and Henry VIIth's chapel, is 
a large monument erected to the memory of Sir Tho. 
Ingram, Knt. Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaſter, 
and Privy-councellor of K. Charles II. He died Feb. 
13, 1:71. This monument was erected by Frances 
his widow, daughter of Thomas Viſ. Falconberg. 

Here is likewiſe an old grave-ſtone plated with braſs, 
repreſeniing John of Windſor, nephew to Sir William 
of Windſor, Lord Lieut. of Ireland, in the reign of 
Edward III. He died April 4, 1414. 

Between the chapels of St. Nichoias and St. Fd- 
mund, is a fine buſt (remarkable for the beard and 
wifkers, and the dreſs of the wig) of Richard Tufton, 
third ſon of Sir John Tufton, Bart. and brother to Ni- 
cholas E. 'Thanet, He died October 4, 1631. His 
brother Sir Humphry Tufton, Kat. cauſed it to be 
erected. 

There are many perſons, beſides thoſe mentioned, 
whoſs remains lie in this area, particularly Ann & 
Cleve, ſiſter to the D. of Cleve, who was contracted in 
marriage to Henry VIII. and received with great pomp 
on Blackheath, January 3, 1539, married to the king 
on the gth, and in July following divorced with liberty 
to marry again; but being ſenſibly touched with the 
indignity put upon her, ſhe lived retired in England, 
with the title of L. Ann of Cleve, and ſaw the rival, 
who ſupplanted her, ſuffer a worſe fate. She ſurvived 
the king four years, and died in 1557. | 

oP A ſtill 
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A ſtill more unfortunate Queen lies near this laſt, 
viz Ann, Queen to Richard III. and daughter to Nevil, 
the great Earl of Warwick. This Lady was poiſoned 
by that monſter of cruelty her huſband, to make way 
for a marriage with Elizabeth, daughter to his bro- 
ther Edward IV. and ſiſter to the unhappy youths he 
had cauſed to be murdered in the Tower; which 
marriage he never lived to conſummate, being {lain at 
the battle of Boſworth-Field. 
Here are alſo the remains of an old monument of 
Sebert, King of the Eaſt Saxons, who firſt built this 
church, nin died July, 616: Alſo of Athelgoda, his 
Queen, who died September 13, 615. 
Of the Tous in the open Parts of WES TMINSTER= 
ABE. | 

1. Of Mr. Dgypen. This plain majeſtic monu- 
ment was erected to the memory of Mr. John Dryden, 
by the late D. of Buckingham, who valued his writ- 
ings fo much, that he thought no inſcription neceſſary 
to fpread his fame. J. DRYDEN, born 1632, died 
May 1, 1700. John Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham- 
ſhire erected this monument, 1720, is all you can learn 
of this celebrated poet here, the reſt you mult gather 
from his works, many of which will be read with 
pleaſure as long as the Engliſh language ſhall continue 
to be underſtood, That divine Ode of his upon St, 
Cecilia's day, has never been equalled, perhaps will 
never be excelled. 

2. High on a pillar is a neat table monument to the 
memory of Mrs. MARTHA BIRCH, who, as the in- 
ſcription ſhews, was daughter to Samuel Viner, Eſq. 
and firſt married to Francis Millington, Efq. after- 
wards to Peter Birch, Prebendary of this Abbey : She 
died May 15, 1703, in the goth year of her age. 

„ ABRAHAM CowLEY. This monument, tho? 
apparently plain, is very expreſſive; the chaplet of lau- 
rel that begirts his urn, and the fire iſſuing from the 
mouth of the urn, are fine emblems of the glory he 


acquired by the ſpirit of his writings. The Latin in- 
ſcription 
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ſcription and epitaph on the pedeſtal we find thus ren+ 
dered into Engliſh: 

„% Near this place lies Abraham Cowley, the Pin- 
dar, Horace, and Virgil of England ; and the De- 
light, Ornament and admiration of his age:

0 
So wiſhes, and deſires that wiſh may be ſacred to poſ- 
terity, George D. of Buckingham, who erected Tis 
monument. for that incomparable man. He died in 
the 49th year of his age, and was carried from Buck- 
ingham-houſe, with honourable pomp, his txequies 
being attended by perſons of illuſtrious characters of 
. all degrees, and buried Auguſt 3, 1667.” His grave 
is juſt before the monument, as appears by a blue 
ſtone, on which is engraved his name. 

4. JOHN ROBERTS, Eſq. This gentleman, as the 
: * tells us, was the faithful Secretary of the 

Rt. Hon. Henry Pelbam, Miniſter of State to King 
George II. and that this marble, to his memory, was 
erected by his three ſurviving ſiſters: Neither his age, 
or his death, is mentioned. | 

Over the inſcription is his portrait in profile, and 
quite above fits a delicate weeping figure by the {ide of 
an urn, in relief. 

5. GEOFFERY CHAUCER., This has been a very 
beautiful monument in the Gothic ſtyle, but is now 
much defaced ; and is generally paſſed over with a ſu- 


per ficial glance, except by thole who never 1uffer any 
thing 
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thing curious toeſcape their notice. Geoffery Chaucer, 


to whole name it is ſacred, is called the Father of Eng- 
liſh Poets, and flouriſhed in the 14th Century. He 
was fon to Sir John Chaucer, a Citizen of London, 
and employed by Edward III. in negociations abroad 
relating to trade. He was a great favourite at Court, 
and married the Great John of Gaunt's wife's liſter. 
He was born in 1328, and died Oct. 25, 1400. 

6. Mr. Join FniLiPs. The buſt of this gentle- 
man, in relief, is here repreſented as in an arbor in- 
terwoven with vines, laurel- branches, and apple- 


trees; and over it this Motto, Honos erit huic quoque - 


Pomo; alluding to the high qualities aſcribed to the 
apple in that excellent poem of his called Cyder. He 
was ſon to Stephen Philips, D. D. Archdeacon of 
Salop, was born at Bampton in Oxfordſhire, Dec. 3o, 
1675, and died at Hereford, Feb. 15, 1708, of a 
conſumption, in the prime of life. The inſcription 
on his monument is a recital of his tranſcendent virtues 
and abilities, and is the ſtrongeſt teſtimony of how 


much merit he was poſſeſt, ſince that alone could in- 


ſpire his great patron Sir Simon Harcourt, Kut. with 
ſuch a generous friendſhip'as to countenance and en- 


courage him in the ampleſt manner when living, and 


to extend Eis regard for him even after death, by ereck- 
ing this monument to his memory. 

7. BaRTON BOO TH, Eſq. This is a very neat 
monument, elegantly deligned, and well executed. 


The buſt of Mr. Booth is placed between two Che- 


rubs, one holding a wreath over his head, in the act 
of crowning him ; the other, in a very penſive atti- 
tude, holding. a ſcroll, on which is inſcribed his de- 
ſcent from an antient family in Lancaſhire, his admiſ- 
ſion into Weſtminſter School under Dr. Buſby, his 
qualifications as an Actor, which procured him both 
the Royal Patronage and-the public applauſe. He died 
in 1733, in the 54th year of his age; and this monu- 
ment was erected by his ſurviving widow in 1772.

8. MicHAEL DRAYTON. Next to that of Mr. 
Booth is this gentleman's monument, but by whom 
erected does not appear. The inſcription and epitaph

This Gentleman was both an excellent Poet, and

9. BEN. JoNSON. This monument is of fine mar- 
le, and is very neatly enſculpt and ornamented with 
emblematical figures, alluding perhaps to the malice 
and envy of his cotemporaries. His Epitaph, O RARE 
BEN JoxsoN ! appears to be rather a quaintneſs of 
humour, than intended to convey much meaning, for 
upon a grave-ſtone which covers the body of Sir Wil. 
Davenant, in the pavement on the Welt, ſide of this 
croſs, there is the ſame inſcription; O RARE SIR 
WILLIAM DAvVENANT ! and as Sir William, by 
whoſe direction this inſcription was engraved upon 
both, ſeems to have adopted it as ſtrongly character- 
iſtic, we muſt leave it the reader to apply it as he 
picaſez. - He was Poet- Laureat to K. James I. and 
cotemporary with Shakeſpeare, to whoſe m— 
when 
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when living, he wass no friend, tho', when dead, he 


+ wrote a Poem prefixed to his plays, which does him 


the ampleſt juſtice. His father was a clergyman, and 


he was educated at Weſtminſter- School while Mr. 


Camden was Maſter ; but after his father's death, his 
mother marrying a bricklayer, he was forced from 
ſchool and made to lay bricks. There is a ſtory told 
of him, that at the building of Lincoln's-Iun he work- 
ed with his Trowel in one hand, and Horace in the 
other ; but Mr. Camden regarding his parts, recom- 
mended him to Sir Walter Raleigh, whoſe ſon he at- 
tended in his travels, and upon his return entered 
himſelf of Cambridge, He died Aug. 16, 1637, 
aged 63. | Y 

10. SAMUEL BUTLER. This tomb, as by the 
inſcription appears, was erected by John Barber, Eſq. 


Lord Mayor of London, that he who was deſtitute of 


all things when alive, might not want a monument when 
dead. _ He was author of Hudibras, and was a man of 
conſummate learning, wit, and pleaſantry, peculiarly 
happy in his writings, though he reaped ſmall advan- 
tage from them, and ſuffered great diſtreſs by reaſon 
of his narrow circumſtances. He lived however to a 


good old age, and was buried at the expence of a pri- 


vate friend, in the church yard of St. Paul's, Covent- 
Garden. He was born at Sternſham, in Worceſter- 
ſhire, in 1612, and died at London in 1680. 

It. EDMOND SPENSER. Beneath Mr, Butler's 
there was a rough decayed tomb of Purbeck ſtone; to 
the memory of Mr. Edmond Spenſer, one of the beſt 


of Engliſh Poets, which being much decayed, a ſub- 
ſcription was ſet on foot by the liberality of Mr Ma- 


ſon in 1768 to reſtore it. The ſubſcription ſucceed- 


ed, and the monument was reſtored as nearly as poſſi- 


ble to the old form, but in ſtatuary marble. His 


works abound with innumerable beauties, and ſuch 


a variety of imagery, as is fcarce to be found in any 
other writer, ancient or modern. On his monument 


is this inſcription : Here lies (expecting the ſecond 


coming 
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coming of our Saviour Chriſt Jeſus) the body of Ed- 


mond Spenſer, the Prince of Poets in his time, whoſe 
divine ſpirit needs no other witneſs than the works 
which he left behind him. He was born in London 
in 1553, and died in 1598.” WE | 

12, JohN MILTON. He was a great polemical 
and political writer, and Latin Secretary to Oliver 
Cromwell ; but what have immortalized his name are 
thoſe two inimitable picces, Paradiſe Loſt and Re- 
gained. He was born at London in 1604, and died 
at Bunhill (perhaps the ſame as Bunhill-fields) in 1674, 
leaving three daughters behind him unprovided for ; 


and not long ſince a grand-dauphter of his was re- 


lieved by a benefit at the Theatre-Royal in- Drury- 
Lane. In 1737, Mr. Auditor Benſon erected this 
monument to his memory. #6 
13. Under M1iLTov is an elegant monument lately 
erected to the memory of Mr. GRay. This monu- 
ment ſeems expreſſive of the compliment contained 
in the Epitaph, where the Lyric Muſe in alt rehef is 
holding a medallion of the Poet, and at the ſame time 
pointing the finger up to the buſt of Milton which is 
directly over it. 
No more the Grecian muſe unrival d reigns; 
To Briton let the nations homage pay; 
She felt a Homer's fire in Milton's ftrains, 
A Pinaar's rapture in the tyre of Gray. 
Died July 30, 1771, aged 54. 


14. THOMAS SHADWELL. This monument, 


which is of curious marble, ornamented with a fine 
mantling urn, and buſt, and crowned with a chap- 
let of bays, was erected by Dr. John Shadwell, to 
the memory of his deceaſed father. The. inſcription 


ſets forth, that he was deſcended from an antient fa- 


mily in Staffordſhire, was Poet- Laureat and Hiſtorio- 
grapher in the reign of King William, and died Nov. 
20, 1692, in the 55th year of his age. He was au- 
thor of ſeveral plays, was fatirized by Dryden under 
the character of Ogg, in the 2d part of Abſalom and 


Achitophel. 
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Achitophel. He died at Chelſea by taking opium, to 
which he had been long accuſtomed, and was there

. MaTTHEw PRIOR, This ſtately monument 
1s ar decorated. On one ſide the pedeſtal ſtands 


the figure of Thalia, one of the Nine Muſes, with a

flute in her hand; and on the other Hiſtory, with her 
book ſhut ; herweon both is the buſt of the deceaſed 
upon a raiſed altar of fine marble, on the outermoſt 


tide of which is a Latin inſcription, importing, that 


while he was buſied in writing the hiſtory of his own 
times, Death interpoſed, and broke both the thread 
of his diſcourſe and of his life, Sept. 18, 1721, in the 
57th year of his age. Over the buſt is a pediment, 
on the aſcending ſides of which are two boys, one 

with an hour glaſs in his hand run out, the other 
holding a torch reverſed ; on the apex of the pediment 
is an urn, and on the baſe of the monument a long 
inſcription, reciting the principal employments in 
which he had been engaged ; particularly, that, by 
order of K. William and Q. Mary, he aſſiſted at the 


Congrels of the confederate powers at the Hague in 


1690 ; in 1697, was one of the plenipotentiaries at 
the peace of Ryſwick; and in the following year was 
of the embaſly to France, and alſo Secretary of State 
in Ireland. In 1700 he was made one of the board 
of trade; in 1711 Firſt Commiſſioner of the Cuſtoms ; 
and laſtly, in the ſame year, was ſent by Q. Anne to 
Lewis XIV. of France, with propoſals of peace. All 
theſe truſts he executed with uncommon addreſs and 
abilities; and had retired from public buſineſs, when 


a violent cholic, occaſioned by a cold, carried him off; 


by which the world was deprived 'of an*invaluable 
treaſure, which he was preparing to lay before the 


public. 


16. CHARLES de St. Dennis, Lord of St. "PP 
mond. U his Gentleman, as appears by the inſcrip— 
tion, was of a noble family i in Normancy, and was 


employed in the army in France, in which he roſe 10

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the rank of Marſhal ; but retiring to Holland, he 
was from thence invited by K. Charles II. into Eng- 
land, where he lived in the greateſt intimacy with the 
king and principal nobility ; more particularly with 
the Ducheſs of Mazarine. He had a very ſprightly 
turn both in converſation and writing. He lived to 


the age of 90, and was carried off at laſt by a violent 


fit of the ſtranguary, Sept. 9, 1703. Though he left 
France, as may be imagined, on account of religion, 
yet in his will he left 20/, to poor Roman Catholics, 
and 20. to poor French refugees; beſides other lega- 
cies to be diſpoſed of to thoſe in diſtreſs, of what reli- 
gion ſoever they might be. | 

17. Mrs. PRITCHARD- This monument is a tab- 
let only, on which is inſcribed, 

To the Memory of Mrs. Pritchard, 


This tablet is here placed by a voluntary ſubſcription ' 


of thoſe who admired and eſteemed her. She retired 
from the ſtage, of which ſhe had long been the or- 
nament, in the month of April, 1768, and died at

cannot be ſufficiently admired ; and thoſe beautiful 


lines of his that appear upon the ſcroll, are very hap-

19. JaMEs I HoMsON. Next is a monument 


'ercaed to the memory of James Thomſon, Author 
of the Seaſons, and other poetical works. It was the 


work of Michael Henry Spang, Statuary, after a de- 
ſign of Mr. Adam, Architect to his Majeſty. The 
figure of Mr. Thomſon, leans its left arm upon a pe- 
deſtal, holding a Book in one hand, and the Cap of 


Liberty in the other. Upon the pedeſtal in Baſs Re- 


lief, are the Seaſons; to which a boy points, offer- 


ing him a Laurel Crown, as the reward of his genius. 


At the feet of the figure is the Tragic maſk, and the 
antient harp. , Ihe whole is ſupported by a projecting 
pedeſtal, and in a pannel is the following inſcription :

20. NIcHOLAS Rowe, Eſq. Next to Shakeſpeare 
is a very fine monument to the memory of this Gen- 
tleman, and his only daughter. On the pedeſtal, 
about 20 inches high, which ſtands on an alrar, is a 


moſt beautiful buſt ; near it is the figure of a Lady in 


the deepeſt forrow ; and between both on a pyramid 
behind is a medallion, with the head of a young Lady 
in relief. On the front of the pedeſtal is this inſcrip- 
tion: © To the memory of Nicholas Rowe, Eſq. 
who died in 1718, aged 45. And of Charlotte his 
only daughter, wife -of Henry Fane, Eſq. who in- 
heriting her father's ſpirit, and amiable in her own 
innocence and beauty, died in the 23d year of her age, 
1739.” —Underneath, upon the front of the altar, is 
this Epitaph:

every thing he ſaid or did, good-nature was predomi- 
nant; that he was witty, ſublime, ſpirited, and face- 
tious; in ſpeech pompous; in converſation elegant 
and graceful ; that the love of his aſſociates, the fide- 
lity of his friends. and the veneration of his readers, 
had raiſed this monument to his memory.

This lofty and magnificent monument is incloſed with 
rails, and decorated with figures as large as life, On 
one ſide the baſe is the figure of Minerva, and on 
the other of Eloquence; the one looking forrowfully 
up at the principal figure, the other patheticaily de- 
ploring the public loſs at his death. Above is the figure 


of Hiſtory, with one band holding a book, with the 
other writing on a pyramid of finely- coloured marble 


the titles of the hero, whole actions are ſuppoſed to 
be contained in the book, on the cover of which, in 


letters of gold, are inſcribed the date of his Grace's 


birth, Oct. 10, 1689, and time of his death, Oct. 4, 
1743.

Atkyns, eldeſt ſon of 
the above Robert. The firſt was one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer in the reigns of Cha. I. and II. and 
of ſuch loyalty as to reſiſt the moſt ſplendid offers of 
the Oliverian party. He died in 1669, aged 82. The 
ſecond was created Kat. of the Bath at the reſtoration, 
was afterwards L. C. B. of the Exchequer under K. 


William, and Speaker of the H. of Lords in ſeveral 


parliiments; a perſon of eminent learning as his writ- 
ings abundantly prove. He died in 1780, Ng 88.

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The third was L. C. B. of the Exchequer at the time of 
the revolution; but not approving that meaſure he re- 
tired from public buſineſs to his ſeat in Norfolk, where 
his chief employment was healing breaches among his 
neighbours, which he decided with ſuch exemplary 
juſtice, that none refuſed his reference, nor did the 
molt litigious men appeal from his award. He died 
in 1698, aged 68. The fourth was verſed in the an- 
tiquities of his country ; of which his hiſtory of Glou- 
ceſterſnire was a proof.

The inſcription ſets forth, that in memory of his 
anceſtors, who have ſo honourably preſided in the 
Courts of Juſtice in Weſtminſter-Hall, Edward At- 
kyns, Eſq. late of Kitteringham, in Norfolk, 2d ſon 
of the lait-named Sir Edward, in memory of his 
anceſtors, cauſed this monument to be erefted. He 
died Jan. 20, 1750, aged 79 years. 1 
26. GrorGEt FREDERICK HANDEL. This is the 
laſt monument which that eminent Statuary Roubi- 
| Hac lived to finiſh. Tis affirmed, that he firſt be- 
came conſpicuous, and afterwards finiſhed the exer- 
ciſe of his art with a figure of this extraordinary man. 
The firſt was erected in the gardens at Vaux-Hall, 
therefore well known to the public. The laſt figure 
is very elegant, and the face is a ſtrong likeneſs of its 
original. The left arm is reſting on a group of mu- 
fical inſtruments, and the attitude is very ex preſſive of 
great attention to the harmony of an. Angel playing 
on an harp in the clouds over his head. Before it lies 
the celebrated Meſſiah, with that part open, where is 
the much admired air, I know that my Redeemer 
liveth Beneath only this inſcription. b 
George Frederick Handel, Eſq. bora Feb. 23, 
1684. Died April 14, 1759. A 
27. Sir THOMAS and Lady RoBINsON. This is 
a moſt magnificent monument facred (as the infcrip- 
tion ſets forth) to the memory of Dowager Baroneſs 
of Lechmore, eldeſt daughter of Charles Howard, 3d 
E. of Carlifle, and widow of Nicholas Ld. Lechmore; 
. 92 after wards 
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afterwards married to Sir Tho. Robinſon of Rookby- 
Park in the county of York, Bt. who ordered by his 
laſt Will, this monument to be erected to perpetuate 
his grateful ſenſe of the pleaſure he had in the conver- 
fatioa of an accompliſhed woman, a ſincere friend, 
and an agreeable companion; with particular des 
tions that his own buſt ſhould be placed by her's. 
She was born Oct. 28, 1728, and died April. 10, 1772, 
aged 44. Sir Thomas, after enjoying many honour- 
able and lucrative employments in the State, ſpent 
the latter part of his life in retirement, dying March 3; 
2777, aged 76. | 
28. WILLIAM OU TRA, D. D. The Latin 
inſcription on this monument gives an ample account 
of the perſon for whom it was erected. He was born 
in Derbyſhire, Fellow of Trinity and Chriſt-Church 
Colleges in Cambridge, Canon of this Abbey, and 
Archdeacon of Leiceſter; an accompliſhed divine, 
a nervous and accurate writer, an excellent and dili- 
gent preacher, firſt in Lincolnſhire, afterwards in 
London, and laſtly at St. Margaret's Weſtminſter, 
where he finiſhed his life with great applauſe, Aug. 
22, 1678, aged 54. The inſcription on the pedeſtal 
ſhews farther, that, after a long and religious life, and 42 
years of widowhood, Jane, his wife, died Oct. 4, 1721. 
Dr. STEPHEN HALES. Over Dr. Outram, is a 
monument erected to the memory of that eminent di- 
vine and philoſopher, Dr Stephen Hales. Here are 
two beautiful figures in relief, Religion, and Botany, 
the latter holds a medallion of this great explorer of 
nature to public view; Religion is deploring the loſs 
ef the Divine; and at the feet of Botany, the winds 
are diſplayed on a globe, which allude to his inven- 
tion of the Ventilators. The Latin inſcription is to 
the following effect: 
To the memory of Stephen Hales, Doctor in 
Divinity: Auguſta, the mother, of that beſt of Kings, 
George the Third, has placed this monument; who choſe 


him, when living, to officiate as her Chaplain; and after 
5 he 
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he died, which was on the 4th of January, 1761, in the 
8th year of his age, honoured him with this marble.

30. Isaac BarRow. This monument is re- 
markable for a fine buſt on the top of it, repreſenting 
this truly great man, who, as his inſcription ſhews, 
was Chaplain to K. Charles Il Head of Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, Geometry Profeſſor of Greſhamy 
College in London, and of Greek and Mathematics 
at Cambridge. This great divine, in his youth, 
travelled through moſt parts of Europe, and learned: 
the moſt polite languages. His works have bcen fai& 
to be the foundation of all the divinity that has been 
written ſince his time. He died May 4, 1677, aged 47, 

31. Epw. WETENHALL. M. D. Over Iſaac 
Barrow's is a handſome monument for Dr. Weten- 
hall, an eminent Phyſician, fon to Bp Wetenhall, 
who died Avg. 29, 1733. His father was Dr. Edw. 


Wetenhall, who was {firſt advanced to the ſee of 


Cork in Ireland, which he filled with great dignity for 


20 years; but was afterwards tranſlated from thence 


to Killmore and Roſs, which he held fourteen years. 
He died Nov. 12, 1713, aged 78. 

32. Adjoining to Doctor Wetenhall is an elegant 
monument, erected to the memory of Sir Jonn Prin- 
gle, Baronet, Upon a pyramid of grey marble is 
placed a medallion of the deceaſed, within a feſtoon 
curtain of white marble, The inſcription ſets forth 
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that he was Phyſician to the Army, the Princeſs of 
Wales. and their Majeſties; Preſident of the Royal 
Society. His medical and philoſophical knowledge, 
his inviolable integrity, and truly Chriſtian Virtues 
rendered him an honour to his age and Country. He 
was born in Scotiand, in April, 1707: and died in 


London, in January, 1782. 


33. THOMAS TRIPLETT. This 1 was 
likewiſe a great divine He was born near Oxford, 
and educared at Chriſt Church, where he was eſteemed 
a wit, a good Grecian, and a poet. In 1645, he was 


made Prebendary of Preſton, in the Church of Sarum, 


and had alſo a living, which being ſequeſtered in the 
rebellion, he fled to Ireland, and taught ſchool in 


Pablin, where he was when King Charles I. was 


beheaded. Not liking Ireland, he returned to Eng- 
land, and taught ſchool at Hayes, in Middleſex, till 
the | reſtoration, when he was made Prebendary of 


Weſtminſter, and of Fenton, in the Church of York, 


He died at a good old age, July 18, 1670, much 


beloved and lamented. 


34. Sir RicHARD Cox. Adjoining to Triplett's 
is a table monument of white marble, erected to the 
memory of this gentleman, who was Taſter to Q. 
Elizabeth and K. James I. and to the latter Steward 
of the Houſhold; a man commended in his epitaph 
for his religion, humanity, chaſtity, temperance, 
friendſhip, beneticence, charity, vigilance, and ſelt- 
denial, He was third ſon to Thomas Cox, of Bey- 
monds in Hertfordſhire, aud died a batchelor, in the 
Goth year of his age, Dec. 13, 1622. 

35. Is AAc CA8AUBON. This "neat monument 
was erected by the learned Dr. Moreton, B. of Dur- 
ham, to the memory of that protound ſcholar and 
critic whoſe name is inſcribed upon it, aud who, 


though a native of France, and in his younger years 


Royal Library-keeper at Paris, yet was ſo diſſatisfied 
with the ceremonial part of the Romiſh worſhip. 


that, upon the murder of his great patron Henry IV. 
he 
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he willingly quitted his native country, and at the 
earneſt entreatyof K. James I. ſettled in England; where, 
for his uncommon kaowledge, he became the admi- 
ration of all men of learning. He die 1614, aged 55. 

36. JOHN ER NEAT GRABE. Over Ca ſaubon's 
is a curious figure, large as the life, repreſenting this 
great man fitting upon a marble tomb, contemplating 
the ſorrows of death, and the ſorrows of the grave. 
He was a man deeply ſkilled in oriental learning. 
He died Nov. 3, 1711, aged 46, and was buried at 
Pancras, near London. This monument was erected 
by Robert Harley, Earl of Oxford and Mortimer. 

7. WILLIAM CAMDEN. Next the Welt Cor- | 
ner of this Croſs is an antient monument to the memory } 
of the great recorder of our antiquities, who is repre- 1 
ſented in a half length, in the dreſs of his time, with = 
his left hand holding a book, and his right his gloves, 
reſting on an altar, on the body of which is a Latin | 
inſcription, ſetting forth © his indefatigable induſtry \Þ 
in illuſtrating the Britiſh antiquities, and his candour, 1 
ſincerity, and pleaſant good-humour in private life.“ 
He was ſon to Sampſon Camden, Citizen of London, j 
and Painter-ſtainer; was born in the _Old-Bailey, | 
May 2, 1551, and received the firſt rudiments of ;1 
his education at Chriſt, Church Hoſpital. In 1566, 1 
he enterred himſelf of Magdalen College, Oxford, |;

minſter, by whoſe gecommendation, in 1575, he was = 
made ſecond Maſter of the Abbey-School, and began 
the laborious work of his antiquities, encouraged 
| thereto and aftifted by his patron Dr. Goodman. In ' 
Auguſt, 1622, he fell from his chair at his houſe in * 
Chiſſelhurſt, in Kent, and never recovered, but linger- 1 
ed till Nov. 9, 1623, and then died, agel 74. 
.. This monument has lately been rebaired and beauti- 
feed at the charge and expence, of the Univerſity of 
Oxford, and iron rails ſet before it. 
Theſe are all the 1 per ſonages whoſe i 
D 4 | _ tombs it 
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fombs adorn the walls of this diviſion of the Abbey; 


but there are ſome names to be met with on the pave- 
ment too conſiderable to. be paſſed over unnoticed. 


Among theſe yu will find Thomas Parr, of the 
county of Salop, born in 1483. He lived in the 
reign of ten princes, namely, Edward IV. Edward 
V. Richard III. Henry VII. Henry VIII. Edward 
VI. Q. Mary, Q., Elizabeth, James I. and Charles 
I; aged 152 years, and was buried here, Nov. 15, 
1635. One thing remarkable of this old man is, 


that at the age of 130 a proſecution was entered 


againſt him in the Spiritual Court fot baſtardy, and 
with ſuch effect, that he did penance publicly in the 
church for that offence. —Nor far from Parr, diſtin- 
guiſhed by a ſmall white ſtone, thus inſeribed,

nie the remains of that once celebrated poet, who, 
upon the death of Ben. Johnſon, ſucceeded him as Poet 
Laureat to Charles I. but having loſt his noſe by an 


accident, was cruelly bantered by the wits of the ſuc- 
ceeding reign. He was a vinter's ſon at Oxford, 


whole wife being a woman of admirable wit, and 


ſprightly converſation, drew the politeſt men of that 


age to their houſe, among whom Shakſpeare is ſaid 


to be a frequent viſitor. His education was at Lin- 


coln College, where he became acquainted with 
Endimion Porter, Henry Jermain, and Sir Joha Suck- 
ling. He died in 1668, aged 63. | 
| Not far from Davenant lies Sir Rt. Murray, a great 
Mathematician, and one of the founders of the Royal- 
Society, of which he was the firſt Preſident, and 
while he lived, the very foul of that body. He died 


Tuddenly, Jaly 4, 1673, in the garden at Whitehall, 
and was buried at the King's expence. | 


Between the firſt pillar of this croſs and Dryden' 5 
monument, is an ancient ſtone grey marble, on 
Which, by the marks, has been the image of a man 
in armour.

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time, together with John Shakel, his comrade, took 


the Earl of Denia priſoner, who, under pretence of 
railing money for his ranſom,” obtained his liberty, 


leaving his ſoa as hoſtage in hols hands. Upon their 


coming to England, the D. of Lancaſter demanded 
him for the King; but they refuſed to deliver him up, 
without the ranſom, and were therefore both com- 
mitted to the Tower, from whence eſcaping, they 
took ſanctuary in this Abby. Sir Ralph Ferreris and 
Alan Buxal, the one Governor, the other Captain 
of the Tower, with 50 men, purſued them, and hav- 
ing by fair promiſes gained over Shakel, they attempted 


to ſieze Haule by force, who made a deſperate de- 


fence ; but being over-powered by numbets, was ſlain 
Aug. 11, 1378, in the Choir before the Prior's ſtall, 
commending himſelf to God, the avenger of wrongs. 


A ſervant of the Abbey fell with him. Shakel they 


threw into priſon, but afterwards ſer him at liberty, 
and the King and Couacil agreed to pay the ranſom. 
of his priſoner 500 marks, and 100 marks per annum. 


Some years afterwards Shakel died, and was buried.

40. SoÞnia PAIRHOLM. This lady, of whom 
we know nothing but by her monumental inſcription, 
was born in Scotland, and was mother to the Marg.

memory. It is the repreſentation of an ancient 
ſepulchre, over which a ſtately edifice is raiſed, orna- 
mented at top with the family arms. She died Dec.

I. Ann WEMYs. Affixed to the wall is a ſmall 
oval tablet, thus inſcribed: Near thele ſteps lies 
the body of Mrs. Ann Wemys, daughter to Dr. 
Lodowick Wemys, ſome time Prebendary of this 
Cathedral ; and of Mrs, Jane Bargrave, his wife, who 
departed this life Dec. 19, 1698, in her 67th year.“ 

42. Under this is a neat tablet, which contains 
the following ioſcription.

43. Sir Journ BuRL AND, Knt. L. D. D. One of 
the Barons of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer, as 
a Man valued and beloved; as a judge, honoured 
and revered. He died ſuddenly, on the 29th of Feb. 
275, aged 51 years. On a pyramid of black marble 
is repreſented his profile in a medallion of ſtatuary 
marble, decorated with emblems alluding to the- 
qualities for which he was eminent, particularly the. 
Cadaceus, denoting his eloquence, and the ſcales ex- 
preſſive of his juſtice. 

44. Sir CLOUDESLY SHOVEL, Knt. This monu> 
ment requires the more attention, as it has given 
_ offence to men of the belt taſte, particularly to the 
great Mr. Addiſon, who complains, that, inſtead of 
the brave rough Engliſh Admiral, which was the 
diſtinguiſhing character of this plain gallant man; he 
is here repreſented dreſſed like a beau, repoſing him- 
ſelf upon velvet cuſhions, under a canopy of ſtate. 
He excepts againſt the inſcription likewiſe, which, 
inſtead of celebrating the many remarkable actions 
performed in the ſervice of his country, acquaints us 
only with the manner of his death, in which it was. 
impoſſible for him to reap any honour:=—The inſcrip- 
tion is this. Sir Cloude/ly Shovel, Kut. Rear- Admira! 
of Great Britain, and Atmirat and Commander in 
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Chief of the Fleet—the juſt reward of his long and 
faithful ſervices.

1 but being ſoon after taken up, was placed under this 
monument, which his Royal Miſtreſs had cauſed to be 
erected, to commemorate his ſteady loyalty, and extracr- 
dinary virtues, —On the baſe of this monument is 
repreſented, in baſs relief, the ſhip Aſſociation, in 
Which the Admiral failed, as ſtriking againſt a rock, 
With ſeveral others periſhing at the ſame time; and 
at the top are two boys blowing trumpets. — Through 
the whole there is, indeed, no great meaning, and yet 
there is ſomething in it grand and not unpleaſing. 
45. Next to this is a neat monument of WILLIAM 
Wzacs,. Eſq; conſiſting of a tablet of white Car- 
Fara marble, crowned with a faſcia ſupporting the 
figure of Memory, leaning in a thoughtful attitude 
over an urn, enriched with marine ornaments, in the 
ceatre of which is repreſented the fatal accident that 
happened to the ſhip in which he was embarked, 
when he with many more were drowned, His ſon, 
1 who accompanied him, was miraculouſly ſaved on a 
Y package, ſupported by a black ſlave, till he was caſt

46. Thomas KNIPE,-S. T. P. This monument 
was erected by Alice, ſeeond wife to this learned 
man, who for 50 years was employed in Weſtmin- 
ſter-School, 16 whereof as Head-Maſter. He was 
allo a Prebendary of this Cathedral. The long Latin 
inſcription contains nothing more than a laboured 
recital of a good man's virtues : and that this good

47. GEeRGE STEPNEY, Elq. Adjoining to 
Kuipe's is a monument, rich in materials, but mean 
in deſign, to the memory of George Stepney, Eſq. 
deſcended from the Stepneys of Pendergraft, in Pem- 
brokeſhire, but born at Weſtminſter, in 1663, and 

entered of Trinity College, Cambridge, 1682. In 
1692 he was ſent Envoy to the Elector of Branden- 
burgh; in 1696 and 1697, to the Electors of Mentz, 
Triers, Cologne, Palatine, Landgrave of Heſſe, and 
to the Congreſs of Frankfort. On his return from 
which he was made Commiſſioner of Trade ; in 1698 
was ſent a ſecond time Envoy to the Elector of 
Brandenburgh ; in 1699, in the fame quality, to 
Poland; in 1701, a fecond time to the Emperor; 
and laſtly, in 1706, to the States- General. All theſe 
ſeveral embaſſies he conducted with ſuch integrity, 
application, and eaſe, that he generally exceeded the 
expectations of his fovereigns, William and Anne, by 
whom he was employed. He died at Chelſea, in 1706. 

48. Joux METHUENs Over Stepney's is a 
monument erected to the memory of John Methuen, 
Eſq. who died in the ſervice of his country in Por- 
tugal, July 13, 1706, and was here interred, Sept.

51. Maj. Rio ARD CREED. This is a table 
monument againſt the wall, enriched with military 
trophies; and on it there is this inſcription:“ To 
the memory of the honoured Maj. Richard Creed, 
who attended his Majeſty, K. William III. in all his 
wars, every Where ſignalizing himſelf, and never 
more himſelf than when he looked the enemy in the 
face, At the glorious battle of Blenheim, 1704, he 
commanded thoſe ſquadrons that began the attack;

Churchill, of Dorſetſhire, Knt, and brother to John 
Duke of Marlborough. He was early trained to mili- 
tary affairs, and ſerved with great honour by ſea and 
land under Charles II. James II. William and Anne. 
He was captain in the Engliſh fleet at the burning the 
French at La Hogue, in K. William's reign ; and for 
his bravery there made one of the Lords Commiſ- 
ſioners of Admiralty, In the ſucceeding reign he

54. GENERAL STRODE. This is a tablet of 
fine marble, decorated with military trophies, and 
bearing this inſcription:

Sacred to the memory of Major John Andre, who 
was raiſed by his merit, at an early period of his life, 
to the rank of Adjutant General of the Britiſh forces

29, univerſally beloved and eſteemed by the army in 
which he ſerved, and lamented even by his foes, 


His gracious Sovereign, King George III. has cauſed

On the front of the ſarcophagus, General Waſh- 
ington is repreſented in his tent, at the moment when 
he had received the report of the Court- martial held 
on Major André; at the ſame time a flag of truce 
arrived from the Britiſh army, with a letter for Gen, 
Waſhington, to treat for the Major's life. But the 
fatal ſentence being already paſſed, the flag was ſent 
back without the hoped - for clemency in his favour. 
Major André received his condemnation with that 
fortitude and reſolution which had always marked his 
character; and is repreſented going, with unſhaken 
fpirit, to meet his doom. On the top of the ſarco- 
phagus, a figure of Britannia, reclined, laments the 
premature fate of ſo gallant an officer. The Britiſh

On the baſe of this double monument is repreſented, 
in relief, a dreadful ſea-fight, and on the top, in a 
wreath of laurel, this inſcription, To preſerve and 
unite the memory of two fait hful friends, who loft their 
lives at fea together, May 28, 1672. Theſe two 
young gentlemen of the moſt promiſing expectations, 
both periſhed in the Royal James, with the E. of 
Sandwich, who commanded in her as Vice-Admiral 
againſt the Dutch, in that memorable fight off the 
coaſt of Suilex in Charles: the Second's time. The 
Royal James being ſet on fire, Sir Cha. Harbord, Firſt 
Lieutenant, tho' he might have ſaved himſelf by 
ſwimming, yet out of pure affection to his worthy 
commander, chole to die with him. Young Cottrel 
was a volunteer, and having returned .to his ſhip 
unwounded, from being the firſt man that had board- 
ed a Dutchman of 70 guns, and pulled down the 
enſigns of her with his own hands, periſhed alſo with 
his friends.

62. WILLIAM HARGRAVE. Over the monu- 
ment of Sir Cha. Harbord, Knt. and Clement Cot- 
trel, Eſq; is the monument of William Hargrave, 
Flq; Lieut. Gen, of his Majeſty's forces, Colonel of 
the Royal Englith fuzileers, and Governor of Gibral- 
tar; who having been 57 years a commiſſioned 
officer, died the 21ſt of Jan. 1748, aged 79 years. 
This is a very curious monument, detigned and 
executed by Mr. Roubiliac, - Here you have a repre- 
ſentation of the reſurrection, by a body riſing from 
a ſarcophagus; a conflict between Time and Death, 
wherein the former, proving victorious, diveſts his 
antagoniſt of his power by breaking his dart, and 
tumbling 
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tumbling down, the King of Terrors drops his crown. 
Above is a great pile of building in a ſtate of diſſolu. 
tion, and a cherub in the clouds, ſounding the laſt 
trumpet. The whole is finely imagined, and as in- 
geniouſly executed. _ 

63. Diana TEMTLE. This old faſhioned monu- 
ment ſeems to have been deſigned not for one perſon, 
but for all Sir Wm. Temple's family, as appears by the 
inſcription, written by Sir William himſelf, in which 
is mentioned Diana Temple, who died at 14; Dorothy 


Oſborn, probably Sir William's Lady, aged 66; Wm. 


Temple, aged 70; and Martha Giffard, called Lady 
Giffard, Sir William's ſiſter, aged 84. | 

64. ANN FIELDING, This tomb, on which are 
two very learned inſcriptions, one in Hebrew, the 
other in Ethiopic, is erected to the memory of the 
firſt wife of Samuel Morland, Bart. who ſeems to 


have been a man of great learning, eſpecially in the 


Eaſtern languages. The Hebrew inſcription is to

The principal figures repreſent 
Fame puſhing back lime, who is eagerly approach- 
ing to pull down the pillar, with the enſigns of ho- 
nour that adorn it. The whole is finely executed, 
and cannot be admired too much. The General's 
head is in a medallion ; and the inſcription under- 
neath runs thus: To the memory of George Wade, 
Field Marſhal of his Majeſty's forces, Lieut. Gen. of

This reverend Pre- 
late was Chaplain to the Britiſh factory at Liſbon, 
afterwards Preceptor to the Princeſſes, and Prebendary 
of this church; in 1721 conſecrated Lord Biſhop of 
Glouceſter; in 1731 tranſlated to Rocheſter, alſo made 
Dean of this church, and of the moſt Hon. Order of 
the Bath. He died March 9, 1756, aged 83, and is 
buried in a vault in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, with his 
wife Jane, daughter of John Milner, Eſq; Conſul at

75. THOMAS SPRATT, D. D. This monument 
ſeems to have been deſigned principally for the ſake 
of the inſcriptions, which are in Latin. Underneath 
are the arms of the deceaſed, and on the top his arms, 
with thoſe of the ſec of Rocheſter, quarterly, between 
enrichments of books, &c.—The firſt inſcription in- 
forms you, that Dr. Spratt was the ſon of a cler- 
gyman in Dorſetſhire ; that he was educated at Wad- 
ham College, Oxford ; that he firſt applied himſelf 
to poetry, but quitted that ſtudy to purſue the beau- 
ties of proſe, and poliſh the Engliſh language; that 
he was early made known to George D. of Bucking- 
ham, and by him recommended to King Charles, 


who made him a Prebendary of Weſtminſter and of 


Windſor; from which preferments he ſoon roſe to 
be Dean of Weſtminſter, and Biſhop of Rocheſter ; 
but at length, for his firm integrity to the church and 
monarchy, was brought in danger of his life. He 
died in 1713, aged 77.” —The ſecond inſcription 
ſhews, that the remains of Thomas Spratt, A. M. 
(ſon to the Bp.) Archdeacon of Rocheſter, and Pre- 
bendary of the churches of Rocheſter, Wincheſter, 
and Weſtminſter, lie near thoſe of his faiher. He, 
died May 10, 1720, aged 41.” —The third inſcrip- 
tion imports, ** that John Friend, M. D. to ſhew 
his reſpect for thoſe two worthy perſonages, had

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76. ADMIRAL TYRRELL. This is a very mag- 


nificent monument erected ſome time ſince to the me- 


mory of the Admiral, whole figure is finely repre- 
ſented upon it. The ingenious. artiſt, Mr. Read, who 
deſigned and executed it, was pupil to the celebrated: 
Mr. Roubiliac. 9157 - . | 

The deſcending arch angel is ſounding a trumpet, 
ſummoning the Admiral to eternity from the ſea, 
The clouds moving and ſeparating diſcover the celeſ- 


tial light and choir of cherubs, who appear ſinging: 


praiſes to the Almighty Creator, the back ground 


repreſenting darkneſs. The Admirals countenance, 
with his right hand to his breaſt, is expreſſive of con- 
ſcientious hope; his left arm ſignificant of ſeeiag ſome- 


thing wonderfully awful. He appears riſing out of 
the ſea from behind a large rock, whereon are placed 


his arms, with the emblems of Valour, Prudence, 


and Juſtice. The ſea is ſeen over the rock at the ex- 
tremity of ſight, where clouds and water ſeem to 
join. On the face of the rock, an angel has writ= 
ten this infcription—** The ſea ſhall give up her dead, 


and every one ſhall be rewarded according to their. 


works.” On the ſummit of the rock is the figure-of 
Hope. In her left hand is a celeſtial crown, the re- 
ward of Virtue; and her right hand is extended to- 
wards the Admiral with a countenance full of joy and. 
gladneſs: Hibernia leaning on a globe, with her, 
finger on that part of it where his body was com- 
mitted to the ſea, laments the loſs of her favourite 
ſon with a countenance expreſſive of heart-felt grief. 


On one ſide the rock is the Buckingham (the Admi- 


ral's ſhip) with the maſts appearing imperfect, agree- 
able to the deſign; on the other fide, a large flag 
with the trophies of war. 


77. Sir. LUMLEY ROBINSON, Bart. This monu- 


ment is neatly deſigned and ornamented ; the columns 
are ſupported by death's heads, and the arms upon

78. Joan FRIEND, M. D. This gentleman's 
buſt ſtands on a pedeſtal of fine white veined marble; 
and under it a long Latin inſcription, ſetting forth 
his great and diſtinguiſning acquirements. He was 
a phyſician of the firſt rank for knowledge and expe- 
rience; was no leſs ſucceſsful in his practice, than 
ingenious in his writings He was firſt educated at 
Weſtminſter-School, and afterwards at Chriſt- Church 


College, Oxford, where his learning ſoon made him 


conſpicuous. On his leaving the univerſity, and 
adopting the profeſſion of phyſic, he was choſen a 
Member of the College of Phyſicians in London, and 


ſoon after a Fellow of the Royal Society. His writ- 
ings are laſting monuments of his extenſive genius. 


He died July 26, 1728. 
70. WILLIAM ConGREve, Eſq. In an oval 
frame is a half- length marble portrait of this gentle- 


man, placed on a pedeſtal of the fineſt Egyptian 


marble in the whole church, and enriched with 
emblematical figures alluding to the drama. Under- 
neath is this inſcription in Evgliſh : 85 

Mr. William Conpreve died Jan. 19, 1728, 


aged 56, and was buried near this place, To whoſe 


moſt valuable memory this monument is ſet up by 
Henrietta Dutcheſs of Marlborough, as a mark how 
dearly ſhe remembers the happineſs ſhe enjoyed in 
the ſincere friendſhip of ſo worthy and honeit a man: 
whoſe virtue, candour, and wit, gained him the love 
and eſteem of the preſent age; and whoſe writings 
will be the admiration of the future.” 

80. Henry WHARTON, This is a ſmall table 
monument, made remarkable only by the great name 
inſcribed upon it, who was Rector of Chatham in 


Kent, Vicar of the church of Minſter in the iſle of 


Thanet, Librarian to Archbp. Sancroft, and one of

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the world, He died March 3, 1624, aged only 3r, 


and was fo univerſally- reſpected by the biſhops and 


clergy, that Archbp. Tillotſon, and ſeveral other 
Prelates, with a vaſt body of clergy, the choir and 
King's ſcholars, all-in ſolemn proceſſion attended his 
funeral, and joined in the anthems compoſed on this 


occaſion by the great Purcell. 


81. The Rt. Hon. JaMEs CRAGGs. Who was 
made Secretary at War in April, 1717, and one of 


his Majeſty's Privy-Council, and Secretary of State 


in March, 1718. "uy 
Ihe ſtatue of this gentleman, large as the life, is 
finely repreſented in this monument as leaning on an 


urn, which has upon it, in golden characters, an in- 


ſcription, ſhewing that he was principal Secretary of 
State, and a man univerſally beloved; which is there 


particularly marked, becauſe, as he was of low ex- 

traction, being only a ſhoemaker's ſon, it is the more 
_ admirable, that, in the high ſtation to which his merit 
had raiſed him, he ſhould eſcape envy and acquire 


the general eſteem. He died Feb. 16, 1720, aged 35. 
Upon the baſe of the monument is this epitaph, - 
written by Mr. Pope.

II ho broke no promiſe, ſerv'tl no private end;

There is a heavineſs in the ſtructure of this monu- 
ment that leſſons the dignity of the deſign. The 
Egure is bold and ſtriking, but ill finiſhed. 

82. Capt. JAMEs CORNWALL. I his noble monu- 
ment, which is 36 feer high, has a bold baſe and 
pyramid of rich Sicilian marble. Againſt the pyramid 
is a rock, (embelliſhed with naval trophies, ſea 
weeds, Sc.) in which are two cavities; in the one 
is a Latin epitaph; in the other a view of the ſea- 


fight before. Toulon, in baſs relief, on the fore-ground 
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whereof the Marlborough of 90 guns, is fron fiercely 
engaged with Admiral Naverre's ſhip the Real, of 
114 guns, and her two ſeconds, all raking the Mail- 
borough, fore and aft. On the rock ſtand two figures; 
the one repreſents Britannia, under the character of 
Minerva, accompanied with a lion; the other figure 


is expreſſive of Fame, who having preſented to 


Minerva a medallion of the hero, ſupports it, whilſt - 
exhibited to public view. The medallion is accom- 
panied with a globe, and various honorary crowns, 
as due to valour. Behind the figures is a lofty 
ſpreading palm-tree, (whereon is fixed the hero's 
ſhield or coat of arms,) together with a laurel-tree ; 
both which iſſue from the naturally barren rock, as 


alluding to ſome heroic and uncommon event. I've 


inſcription : 
„ Among the monuments of ancient merit in 


this facred cathedral, let the name of James Cornwall 


be preſerved, the third fon of Henry Cornwall, of 
Eradwardin Caſtle, in the county of Hereford, Eſq ; 
who, from the very old and illuſtrions ſtock of the 
Plantagenets deriving a truly ancient ſpirit, became 
a naval commander of the firſt eminence ; equally and 
deſervedly honoured by the tears and applauſe of 
Britons, as a man who bravely defending the cauſe of 
his country in that ſea fight off Toulon, and being 
by a chain-ſhgt deprived of both his legs at a blow, 
fell unconquered, on the 27th of Feb. 1743, in the 
45th year of his age, bequeathing his animated ex- 
ample to, his fellow. ſailors, as a legacy of a dying 
Engliſhman, whole extraordinary valour could not 
be recommended to the emulation of poſterity in a 
more ample eulogy, than by ſo ſingular an inſtance of 
honour, ſince the Parliament of Great Britain, by an 
unanimous ſuffrage, reſolv'd that a monument at the 
ublic expence ſhould be conſecrated to the memory 
of this molt heroica] perſon. _ 
82. Sir THOMAS HARDY, Knt. This monu— 
ment is highly eſteemed. Behind is a lofty pyramid 
ods .

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of a bluiſh-coloured marble : at the bottom of which: 


the effigy of the deceaſed is reclining upon a tomb of 


elegant workmanſhip, with a naked boy on his left ſide 
weeping over an urn. The enrichments round the pe- 
deſtal are juſt and proper; and the inſcription a little 
hiſtory of the deceaſed's life, which is here copied:

him a conſiderable preſent, and knighted him 
Some years afterwards he was made a Rear-Admi- 
ral, and received ſeveral other marks of favour and 
eſteem from her Majeſty, and from her Royal. coy 
ſort, Prince George of Denmark, Lord High: Admiral 
of England. He died Aug. 16, 1732, aged 67 
84. JOHN ConDuiTrT, Eſq. Ihe defign, ofthis 
monument is not inferior to that of the. lalt men- 
tioned; and there is ſomething in the manner Mhich 
ſbews them both to be the workmanſhip of the ſame 
hand. In the middle of the pyramid is a large medal- 
lion of braſs, reſting on a cherub below, and ſuſpended 
by another at top.

Charles II.] This monument was deſigned by Sir 


Godfrey himſelf. Underneath was his epitaph 
written by Mr. Pope, but now defaced.

89. GENERAL LAWRENCE, This is a moſt 
ſuperb monument, erected at the expence of the Ea'ii- 
India Company, in memory of the man who, by the 
conqueſt of Pondicherry, and the defence of Tritchi- 
nopoly, reduced the power of the French in the Eaſt, 
and paved the way for one of the richeſt empires that 
ever a trading people aſpired to command; which, 
however, was, in the year 1783 in fo lamentable 
a ſituation, waſted by war and oppreſſed by Eurapean 
Tagge that from the richeſt countries in ths 
world, it is at preſent the moſt deplorable. 
On the top, is an admirable buſt of the General, 
to which the genius of the Company is pointing. while | 
Fame is declaring his noble, exploits ; at the ſame 
time holding in her hand a ſhield, on which is written, 
For diſcipline eſtabliſh'd, fortrefles protected, ſettle- 
ments extended, French and Indian armies defeated, 
and peace concluded in the Carnatic, Cloſe under 
the buſt is written, Born March 6, 1697.

Tbe inſcription is a kind of panegyric upon the great

93. HENEAGE TWISDEN. This monument is 


a neat but plain piece of architecture to the memory

The Engliſh inſcrip- 
tion informs us, that being made commander of his 
Majeſty's ſhip the Edgar, he was unfortunately killed 
in the 28th year of his age, in that ſharp engagement 
with the Hollanders, on the 11th of Aug. 1673. 
115. TEMPLE WEST, Eſq. This monument is 
remarkable for the hiſtorical relation infcribed upon 
it, viz. Sacred to the memory of Temple Weſt, Eſq. 
who dedicated himſelf from his earlieſt youth to the 
naval ſervice of his country ; roſe with merit and re- 
putation to the rank of Vice Admiral of the White. 
Sagacious, active, induſtrious, a ſkillful ſeaman; 
cool, intrepid, and reſolute, he approved himſelf a 
gallant officer. In the ſignal victory obtained over 
the French, May 3, 1747, he was captain of the ſhip 
which carried Sir Peter Warren, and acquired peculiar 
honour, even on that day of general glory In the 
leſs ſucceſsful engagement near Minorca, May 20, 
1756, Wherein as Rear-Admiral, he commanded the 
. | ſccond 
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ſecond diviſion, bis diſtinguiſhed courage, and ani- 
mating example, were admired by the whole Britiſh 
ſquadron ; confeſſed by that of France; and, amidſt 
the national diſcontent which followed, rewarded, as 
they deſerved, by the warmeſt applauſes of his coun- 
try, and the juſt approbation of his ſovereign. On 
the 17th of November following he was appointed one 
of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, He 
adorned his ſtation by a modeſty which concealed from 
him his own merit, and a candor which diſpoſed him to 


reward that of others. With theſe talents he poſ- 


ſeſſed the milder graces of domeſtic life: To the frank 
and generous ſpirit of an officer, he added the eaſe 
and politeneſs of a gentleman; and with the moral and 
ſocial virtues of a good man, he exerciſed the duties 
of a Chriſtian, A life ſo honourable to himſelf, fo 
dear to his friends, ſo uſeful to his country, was 
ended at the age of 43, A. D. 1757. To preſerve 
to poſterity his fame and his example, this monu- 
ment was erected by the daughter of the brave unfor- 
tunate Balchen, the wife of Temple Weſt, A. D. 
1767; ; 
25 WILLIAM CROFT. On the pedeſtal of this 
monument, in baſs relief, is an organ, and on the top 
a buſt of the deceaſed, who was Doctor in Muſic, 
Maſter of the Children, and Organiſt and Compoſer 
of the Chapel Royal, and Organiſt of Weſtminſter- 
Abbey. He died Aug. 14, 1727, aged 50. 

117. Jo#nN BLow, Doctor in Muſic. Under this 
tomb is a canon in four parts, ſet to muſic; with 
enrichments, cherubs, and flowers. In the centre is 
an Engliſh inſcription, by which it appears he was 
Organiſt, Compoler, and Maſter of the Children in 
the Chapel Royal 35 years; and Organiſt to this 
Abbey 15 years.

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118. PRILIP DE SAUSMAREZ, Eſq. The in- 
ſcription on this monument is a recital of the deceaſed's 
naval exploits; one of thoſe few, whoſe lives ought 
rather to be meaſured by their actions than their days. 
From 16 to 37 years of age he ſerved in the nayy, 
and was often ſurrounded with dangers and difficul- 
ties unparralleled, always approving himſelf an able, 
active, and gallant officer. He went out a Lieute- 
nant on board his Majeſty's ſhip the Centurion, under 
the auſpicious conduct of Commodore Anſon, in his 
expedition to the South Seas: He was commanding 
officer of the ſaid ſhip when ſhe was driven from her 
moorings at the iſſe of Tinian. In the year 1746, 
being Captain of the Nottingham, 2 60 gun ſhip, 
he (then alone) attacked and took the Mars, a French 
ſhip of 64 guns. In the firſt engagement of the fol- 
lowing: year, when Adm. Anſon defeated and took 
a ſquadron of French men of war and Indiamen, he 
had an honourable ſhare; and in the ſecond, under 
Adm. Hawke, when the enemy, after a long and 
obſtinate reſiſtance, was again routed, in purſuing 
two ſhips that were making their eſcape, he gloriouſly 
but unfortunately fell. He was the fon of Matthew 
de Sauſmarez, of the iſland of Guernſey, Eſq. by 
his wife Ann Durell, of the ſame iſland. He was 
born Nov. 17, 1710; killed Oct. 14, 1747, and 
buried at the Old Church at Plymouth, with all the 
honours due to his diſtinguiſned merit. This monu- 
ment was erected by his brothers and ſiſters. 

117. Dr. BouLTER, Biſhop of Armagh. This 
monument, which ſtands where formerly ſtood the 
monument of Dr. Wm. Johnſon, Chaplain in Ordi- . 
nary to Charles II. is of the fineſt marble, and of a 
new invented poliſh. The buſt of this admired Biſhop 
is very natural; his long, flowing hair and ſolemn 
gracefulneſs excite a kind of reverential reſpect in an 
attentive beholder. The enſigns of his dignity, with 
which his monument is ornamented, are moſt exqui- 


ſitely finiſhed, and every * diſcovers a maſterly 
. genius 
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genius in the ſculptor. The inſcription is incloſed in 
a a beautiful border of porphyry, and is as follows: 
* Dr. Hugh Boulter, late Archbp. of Armagh, Pri- 
mate of all Ireland, 'a prelate ſo eminent for the ac- 
compliſhments of his mind, the purity of his heart, 
and the excellence of his life, that it may be thought 
ſuperfluous to ſpecify his titles, recount his virtues, or 
even erect a monument to his fame. His titles, he 
not only deſerved, but adorned; his virtues are mani- 
| feſt in his good works; which had never dazzled th 
public eye, if they had not been too'bright to be con-

In 1702 
he bore a commiſſion in the ſervice of Q. Anne, and 
affiſted in the expedition to Canada; from whence he 
again returned into Flinders, and fought under the 


D. of Argyle, and afterwards under Ld. Carpenter, 


In 1712, he was made Sub- Governor of Minorca, 
through which iſland he cauſed a road to be made, 
before thought impracticable. In 1720, he was or- 


dered by George 1. to the defence of Gibraltar, where 


he ſuſtained an eight months ſiege againſt. the Spa- 


niards, when all hope of relief was extinguiſhed : for 


which gallant ſervice he was, by George II. rewarded 
with the Government of Minorca, where he died Dec. 
19, 1736, and was buried in the Caſtle of St. Philip. 

122. PEReY KI RE, Elq, On each fide of a 


fine buſt of this gentleman is a winged ſeraph; one 


having a dagger in his right hand inverted, and in his 
left a helmet; the other reſting on a ball, and holding 
in bis. left hand a torch reverſed. The inſcription 


- ſays, he was Lieut, Gen. of his Majeſty's armies ; 


that he died Jan. 1, 1741, aged 57; and that he was 
ſon to Percy Kirk, Eſq. a Lieut. Gen. in the reign 
of James II. by the Lady Mary, daughter to George 
Howard, Earl of Suffolk. Diana Dormer, his niece 
and ſole heireſs, died Feb. 22, 1743, aged 32. 
123. Ld. AUBREY BEAUCLERK., This monu- 


ment is ornamented with arms, trophies, and naval 


enſigus; and in an oval nich, on a pyramid of dove- 


coloured marble, is a beautiful buſt of this young 


nobleman. On the pedeſtal is this hiſtorical inſcrip- 
tion: Lord Aubrey Beauclerk was the youngeſt 
{on of Charles, Duke of St. Alban's, by Diana, daugh- 
ter of Aubrey de Vere, Earl of Oxford. He went 
early to ſea, and was made a commander in 1731- 
In 1740, he was ſent upon that memorable ex- 


pedition to Carthagena, under the command of Adm. 


Vernon, in his Majeſty's ſhip the Prince Frederick,

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the Caſtle Bocca Chica. One of theſe being obliged 
to quit her ſtation, the Prince Frederick was expoſed, 
not only to the firc from the Caſtle, but to that of 
| Fort St. Joſeph, and to two ſhips that guarded the 
mouth of the harbour, which he ſuſtained for many 
hours that day, and part of the next, with uncommon 
intrepidity. As he was giving his command upon 
deck, both his legs were ſhot off; but ſuch was his 
magnanimity, that he would not ſuffer his wounds 
to be dreſſed, till he had communicated his orders to 
the Firſt Lieutenant, which were, To fight his ſhip to 
the laſt extremity. Soon after this he gave ſome 
directions about his private affairs, and then reſigned 
his ſoul with the dignity of a hero and a chriſtian, 
Thus was he taken off in the 31ſt year of his age; 
_ an illuſtrious commander of ſuperior fortitude and 
clemency, amiable in his perſon, ſteady in his affec- 
tions, and equalled by few in the ſocial and domeſtic 
virtues of politeneſs, modeſty, candour, and benevo- 
lence. He married the widow of Col. F. Alexander, 
a daughter of Sir H. Newton, Knt. Envoy Extraor- 


dinary to the Court of Florence and the Republic of 


Genoa, and Judge of the High Court of Admiralty.”

| faſtening the cable to the anchor, the Artificer has 


ſhewed himſelf no mariner. The inſcription, which, 
like the former, is hiſtorical, is here inſerted :=* To 
the memory of Sir John Balchen, Ent. Admiral of 
the White Squadron of his Majeſty's Geet in 1744, 
being ſent out Commander in Chief of the combined 
fleets of England and Holland, to cruiſe on the enemy, 
was, on his return home, 10 his Majeſty's ſhip the 
Victory, loſt in the Channel by a violent ſtorm; from 
which ſad circumſtance of his death, we may learn. 


that neither the greateſt ſkill, judgment, or experi- 
ence, joined to the moſt firm, un{kaken reſolution, 


can reſiſt the fury of the winds and waves; and we 
are taught from the paſſages of his life, which were 
filled with great and gallant actions, but ever accom- 
panied with adverſe gales of fortune, that the brave, 
the worthy, and the good man meets not always his 


reward in this world. Fifty-eight years of faithful 
and painful ſervices he had paſſed, when being juſt re- 


tired to the government of Greenwich Hoſpital, to 


wear out the remainder of his days, he was once more, 


and for the laſt time, called out by his king and coun- 
try, whole intereſt he ever preferred to his own, and 
his unwearied zeal for their ſervice ending only in his 
death; which weighty misfortune to his affficted fa- 
mily became heightened by many aggravating circum- 
ſtances attending it: Yet amidſt their grief had they 
the mournful conſolation to find his gracious and royal 
maſter, mixing his concern with the wn lamen- 
tations of the public, for the calamitous fate of fo 
zealous, ſo valiant, and ſo able a commander; and 
as a laſting memorial of the ſincere love and eſteem 
born by his widow, to a moſt affectionate and worthy 
huſband, this honorary monument was erected by 


her. He was born Feb. 2, 1669, married Sufannah, 


daughter of Col. Apreece, of Waſhingly in the coun- 


ty of Huntingdon. Died O&. 7, 1744, leaving one 


fon and one daughter, the former of whom, George 


Balchen, ſurvived him but a ſhort time ; for being 
ſent 
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ſent to the Welt-Indies in 1745, Commander of his 


Majeſty's ſhip the Pembroke, he died in Barbadoes in 


December the ſame year, aged 28, having walked in 
the ſteps, and imitated the virtue and bravery of his 
good but unfortunate father.” 

When the Victory was loſt, ſhe had on board near 
loco ſouls, 100 of whom were'gentlemen volunteers. 
125. General Guksr. On a baſe and pyramid 
of moſt beautiful Egyptian porphyry, are the fineſt en- 
richments and buſt that are to be ſeen in the whole 
church. It were an injuſtice to the excellent artiſt to 
attempt a deſcription of this monument, as nothing 
but a fine imagination is capable of conceiving how 
highly it is finiſhed. The inſcription is ſhort, but

126. CHARLEs WATSON, Eſq. Over the North 
door, is a magnificent monument to the memory of 
Adm. Watſon ; where you ſee in the center of a range 
of palm trees, an elegant figure of the Admiral in a 
Roman Toga, with a branch of palm in his right hand, 
receiving the addreſs of a proſtrate figure, repreſent- 
ing the Genius of Calcutta, a place in the Eaſt-Indies, 
memorable for the impriſonment of the Engliſh gar- 
riſon in a black hole, where moſt of them periſhed, 
and where thoſe that ſurvived. were releaſed by the 
Admiral, and the town re-taken from the Nabob in 
Jan. 1757. On the other fide is the figure in chains 
of a native of Chandernagore, another place taken by 
the Admiral the "March following. On the front is 
this inſcription : | | 

To the memory of CHarRLEs WATSON, Vice

127. GEORGES MonTacue Duxk, Earl of 
Halifax. On the left, as you enter the North door, 
isa ſtately monument to the memory of George Mon- 
tague Dunk, Earl of Halifax. His Lordſhip's buſt 
conveys a very ſtriking likeneſs of the original. It is 


- ſupported by two emblematical figures, one holding 


a mirror, ſuppoſed to be Truth, with his foot on a 
maſk, trampling on Falſhood; the other Honour, 
preſenting the enſigns of the Garter. It is alſo deco- 
rated with various other emblems alluding to the 
different public poſts of honour and profit which his 
Lordſhip held at different times. The inſcription is 
as follows : 

« Sacred be the monument which here is raiſed 
by gratitude and reſpect, to perpetuate the memory 
of George Montague Dunk, Earl of Halifax, Knight 
of the moſt noble Order of the Garter ; whoſe alle- 
giance, integrity, and abilities, alike diſtinguiſhed and 
exalted him in the reign of George Il. and of George 
HI. In the year 1745 (an early period of his life) 
he raiſed and commanded a regiment, to defend his 
King and Country againſt the alarming inſurrection 
in Scotland. He was ſoon after appointed firſt Lord 
of Trade and Plantations; in which department he 
contributed fo largely to the commerce and ſplendor 
of America, as to be ſtiled Father of the Colonies.” 


At one, and the ſame time, he filled the united great 
offices of the Firſt Lord of the Admiralty ; Principal 


Secretary of State, and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
He was afterwards appointed Lord Privy Seal; on 
the reſignation whereof, he was recalled to the impor- 
tant duties of Principal Secretary of State, and 
died (in poſſeſſion of the Seals) June 8th, 1771. 
His worth in private life was eminent and extenſive ; 
and was beſt teſtified in the honour and eſteem which 
were borne him living, and the lamentations beſtowed 
upon his aſhes, 1

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« Among many inſtances of his liberal ſpirit, .one 
deſerves to be diſtinctly recorded. During his reſi- 
dence in Ireland he obtained the grant of an addi- 
tional 4000l. per ann. for all ſubſequent Vice Roys;

128. CLEMENT SAUNDERs, Eſq. On a pillar 
near the front is a ſmall monument, to the memory 
of Clement Saunders, Eſq.

He died Aug. 10, 1695, aged 84. FN 
129. Sir WILLIAM SAUNDERSON, Kant. Againſt 
the wall, on a ſmall marble of alabaſter, is a buſt of 
this gentleman, and an inſcription in Latin, ſhewin 


that he was of the Bed-chamber to Charles I. and 
wrote the lives of Mary Q., of Scots, James, and 


Charles I. that he ſuſtained great hardſhips from the 
tyranny of the rebels; but that, having bravely ſur- 
mounted all difficulties, he lived to the age of go,

130. Very near to Lord Halifax a moſt pleaſing 
monument is juſt erected, to the memory of Jonas 
Hanwary, Eſq. cclebrated for his univerſal fceling for 
the diſtreſſed, having been an active friend to the 
following Charities, viz. the Foundling, Magdalen 


and Marine Society, The expence was defrayed by

The ſculptor, Mr Bacon, has erected it in fo 
maſterly a ſtile, that the ſubject and grangeur of the 
monument command equal attention.

full length in a tufted gown, and underneath upon the 
baſe, a lady kneeling, By the inſcription theſe ap- 
pear to repreſent Sir Tho. Heſket, Attorney of the 
Court of Wards and Liveries in Q. Elizabeth's time; 
and Julian his wife, who cauſed this monument to be 
erected, He died OR.

141. DaME MART JAMEs. A very neatmonu- 
ment, being an urn, wreathed and crowned with his

142. Hucn CHAMBERLEN, M. D. & F. R. S. 
The principal figure on this monument lies, as it 
were, at eaſe, upon a tomb ſtone, leaning on his 
right arm, with his hand upon his night-cap, and his 
head uncovered. In his left hand he holds a book, 
indicating thereby his intenſe application to. ſtudy.

143. HENRY PURCELL, Eſq. This is a ſmall 
but elegant piece of workmanſhip, and not unworthy 
the great name to whoſe memory it was erected. 
Here lies Henry Purcell, who left this life, and is 
gone to that bleſſed place, where only his harmony 
can be exceeded: -A fhort but comprehenfive 
epitaph, expreſſive of his great merit. He died Nov. 
21, 109 , in his 37ch year. 
144. ALMERICUS DE COURCY, Baron of Winkle. 


His Lordſhip is here repreſented in full proportion, 


repoſing himſelf, after the fatigues of an active life, 
under a rich canopy finely ornamented and gilt. He 
was deſcended, as his inſcription ſhews, from the 
famous Joha de Courcy, Earl of Ulſter (who in the 
reign of King John, in conſideration of his great va- 
lour, obtained that extraordinary privilege to him 
and his heirs, of * covered before the King) 
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of whom we have ſpoken largely in our Deſcription 
of the Tower. This nobleman was greatly in favour 
with Charles II. James II. and nine a troop of 
Horſe under the latter, He died Feb. 9, 1719, aged 57. 

145. SIR THOMAS DuUePpa. This monument is 
prettily ornamented with flowers and foliage, and on 
the top with an urn wreathed. The inſcription ſhews, 
that Sir Thomas in his youth waited on K. Charles II. 
when he was Prince of Wales, and under the tuition 
of Dr. Duppa, of whom we have already given an 
account. He was afterwards made Gentleman Uſher 
and Daily-waiter, and then Gentleman-U ſher of the 
Black Rod, in which office he died April 25, 1694. 
aged 75. 

146. DAME ELIZABETH CARTERET. The fi- 
gure of this lady, on her monument, has been much 
admired; but that of the winged ſeraph, deſcending 
to receive her, more. She was daughter of Sir Edw. 
Carteret, Kut. Gentleman-Uſher to K. Charles I. 
and 2d wife and relict of Sir Philip de Carteret, and 
by him mother to Sir Charles Carteret, her only ſon, 
by whoſe death was extinguiſhed the eldeſt branch of 
the antient family of Carterets, Signeurs of St. Owen, 
in the Ifle of eye She died March 26, 1717, aged 
52. | 
147. Sir Is AAc NEwTON, This is a grand and 
5 expreſſive monument, every way worthy the great 
man to whoſe memory it was erected, who is ſculp- 
tured recumbent, leaning his right arm on four folio's, 
thus titled, DIVINIT V, CHRONOLOGY, OpTIcks, 
and PHIL: Prin: Ma rn: and pointing to a ſcroll 
ſupported by winged cherubs. Over bim is a large 
globe, projecting from a pyramid behind, whereon is 
delineated the courſe of the comet in 1680, with the 
ſigns, conſtellations and planeis. On the globe fits 
the figure of Aſtronomy, with her bock cloſed. Un- 
derneath the principal figure is a moſt curious baſs 
relief, repreſenting the various labours in which Sir 
LHaac chiefly employed his time; ſuch as * 

i : tne 
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the cauſe of gravitation, ſettling the Aloe of light 
and colours, and reducing the coinage to a determined 
ſtandard. The device of weighing the ſun by the 
ſteelyard, has been thought at once bold and ſtriking; 
and indeed the whole monument does honour to the 
ſculptor. The inſcription on the pedeſtal is in Latin, 
hort, but full of meaning, intimating, that, by a ſpirit 
nearly divine, he ſolved, on principles of his own, 
the motion and figure of the planets, the paths of 
the comets, and the ebbing and flowing of the ſea; 
that he diſcovered the diſſimiliarity of the rays of 
light, and the properties of colours from thence ariſing, 
Which none but himſelf had ever thought of; that 
he was a diligent, wiſe, and faithful interpreter of 
nature, antiquity, and the Holy Scriptures; that by 
his philoſophy he maintained the dignity of the Su- 
preme Being, and by the purity of his life, the ſimpli- 
City of the Goſpel, - The inſcription concludes with a 
beautiful exclamation, How much reaſon mortals had 
to pride the aſclves in the exiſtence of ſuch and ſo 
great an ornament to the human race !—He was 
born Dec. 25, 1642, and died in 1726, VR 

148. James Earl STA NnHovg.. This is another lofty: 
and - magrrificent monument, in which likewiſe. the:

In 1708, he took 
Port-Mabon. In 1710, he forced his way to the 
gates of Madrid, and took poſſeſſion of that capital. 
In Sept 1714. he was made Secretary at War. In

1716, he was made Secretary of State, In 1717, he 
was made Firſt Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ; and July- following 
created a Peer. In March 1718, he was a cond 
time made Secretary of State. In 1721, he died in 
his 47th year. 

To the memory of Philip, (2d) Earl Stanhope, 
Conſpicuous for univerſal benevolence, unſhaken pub- 
Iick integrity and private worth. 

Deep were his reſearches in philoſophy ; and exten- 
five his ideas for his Country's good. He was ever a 
determined ſupporter of the trial by Jury, of the free- 
dom of Elections, of, a numerous and well regulated 
Militia, and of the liberty of the Preſs. On the 7th 
Day of March 1786, (and in the 72d year of his 
ag) he terminated an honourable life, ſpent in the 
exerciſe of virtue, in the improvement of ſcience, and 
in the purfvit of truth. 

In refſpectful remembrance of him, the above lines

two female figures in a mournful poſture. The 


whole is ſupported by three different coats of family

Salop. This lady, married to Sir Rich. Gethin, of 
Gethin Grott, in Ireland, was famed for exemplary 
piety, and wrote a book of devotion which Mr.

153. ELIz. and JupiTH FREKE. On the face 
of the monument there is a long inſcription, ſetting 
forth the deſcent and marriages of theſe two ladies, 
whoſe buſts in relief ornament the ſides. I hey were, 
as the inſcription ſays, the daughters of Ralph Freke, 
of Hannington in Wilts, Eſq. Elizabeth was married 
to Percy Freke, of Weſt Belney in Norfolk, and died 
April 7, 1714, aged 69.

made Receiver of the Marches, and fought againſt 
the Scots at Muſſelburgh. But his latter days were 
ſpent in retirement and devotion in this church, to 
which he conſtantly repaired morning and evening. 
His brother was Sir John Thynne, Secretary to the

156. Dr. RIcHARD BusBY. On this fine monu- 
ment you ſee the effigy of this learned grammarian 
in his gown, looking earneſtly at the inſcription.

Underneath, upon the pedeſtal, are a variety 
of books, and at top are his family arms. The inſcrip- 
tion is very elegantly written, and highly to his praiſe; 


intimating, that whatever fame the ſchool of Weſt- 


minſter boaſts, and whatever advantages mankind 
ſhall reap from thence in times to come, are all prin- 
cipally owing to. the wiſe inititutions of this great 
man.—He'was born at Lutton in Lincoloſhire, Sept.

The third is a ſtone of grey, marble, to the me- 
mory of Geſlebertus Criſpinus,. who died 1114 His 
effigy may ſtill be traced on his grave-ftone by the 
fragments of his mitre and paſt ral ſtaff. 

The fourth is the eldeit of all, aud was formerly 

covered with plates of br. {s, inſcribed to the Abbot 
Vitales, who died in 1082 All theſe ſeem ro have

eighty pounds a year, iſſuing out of lands in Somer- 
ſetſhire, and of which one hundred and ſixty pounds 
a year are to be for ever applied, from the 24th of 
June, 1726, to the educating eight young gentlewo- 
men who are ſo born, and wheſe parcuts are of the 
church of England, whoſe fortunes do not exceed three 
hundred pounds, and whoſe parents or friends will 
undertake to provide them with decent apparel, and 


after the death of the ſaid Mrs. Godolphin, and Wil- 


liam Godolphin, Eſq. her nephew, ſuch as have neither 


father or mother; which ſame young gentlewomen are 


not to be admitted before they are eight years old, nor 
to be continued after the age of nineteen, and are to be 


brought up at the city of New Sarum, or ſome other 


town in the county of Wilts, under the care of ſome 
prudent governeſs or ſchool-mifirefs, a communicant 
of the church of England ; and the overplus, after an 
allowance of five pounds a year for collecting the faid 
rent-charge, is to be applied to the binding out one or 
more poor children apprentices, whoſe parents are of the 


church of England. In perpetual memory whereof Mrs. 


Francis Hall, executrix to her aunt, Mrs. Godolphin, 
has, acco ding to her will, and by her order, cauſed 


this inſcription to be engraven on their monument, 


1727. 
Near this is a ſmall but very neat monument, made 


of artificial ſtone. reſembling white marble, (the only 
one here of the kind) erected by John Engliſh Dol- 
ben, Eſq. the Latin inſcription is to the following 
purport: 

Lo the memory of Edward Wortley Montague, 
who was caſt away cn his return to England in 1777. 
from the Eaſt Indies, in the 25th year of his age. 


In memory of their frieadſhip, which commenced 
at 
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at Weſtminſter ſchool; continued for ſome time at 
Oxford; not diminiſhed by the greateſt diſtance; 
ſcarcely diſſolved by death, and, if it pleaſe God, to 
. be renewed in heaven. 
I. E. D. to whom the deceaſed bequeathed his 
books (and likewiſe appointed joint reſiduary legatee,) 
erected this monument, 

Having already exceeded the bounds at firſt intend- 
ed, and having taken notice of every thing worthy 
a firanger' $ curioſity, we ſhall conclude in the words 
of an ingenious writer on this ſubject, That there is 
not a nobler amuſement in the world than a walk in 
Weſtminſter-Abbey, among the tombs of heroes, 
_ patriots, poets, and ' philoſophers. I have wan- 
dered,” ſays he, with pleaſure, into the moſt gloomy _ 
receſſes of this laſt reſort of grandeur, to contem- 
plate human life, and trace mankind thro? all. the 
wilderneſs of their frailties and misfortunes, from 
their cradles to their grave. I have reflected on the 
ſhortneſs of our duration here, and that I was but 
one of the millions who had been employed, in the 
ſame manner, in ruminating on the trophies of mor- 
tality before me; that I muſt moulder to duſt in the 
ſame manner, and quit the ſcene to a new generation, 
without leaving the ſhadow of my exiſtence behind 
me; that this hupe fabric, this ſacred repoſitory of 
fame and grandeur, would only be the ſtage for the 
_ ſame performances; would receive new acceflions of 
noble duſt ; would be adorned with other ſepulchres 
of coſt and magnificence; would be crouded with 
ſucceſſive admirers; and at laſt, by the unavoidable 
decays of time, bury the whole collection of anti- 
quities in general obſcurity, and be the monument 
of its own ruin.

All my bones Hall ay, 
Tora, who ts like wnts thee! 
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
